MAYOR'S ADDRESS. 


( Delivered January 1, 1900.) 


. Gentlemen of the City Council:— 


I congraiuiite each of you on your election to the city coun- 
cil of Pitlsfield; that you enjoy the confidence of your fellow 
citizens to the extent that they are willing to entrust to your 
care the materiai interests of the city during the coming year. 
Interests which are large financially and upon the wisdom of 
your acts depends in a large measure the good of the commu- 
nity. - 

To you is enirusted all necessary legislation for the interests 

of the city and its citizens, as well as the making of all ap- 
propriations of the city’s money, which governs the rate of 
taxation. 

I think that each of my predecessors has advocated a rigid 
economy in the expenditures of the city’s money. In this I 
fully agree, if I may be allowed to place my own construction 
upon what constitutes true economy. 

A growing city must of necessity expend more money in the 
way of street extension, street improvement, sidewalks, street 
lighting, extensions of sewer and water mains: police and fire 
protection, and school facilities, than a municipality which is at 
a stand still, so that of necessity its tax rate is higher. 

I believe that worse things could befall a growing city, than 
a high tax rate. If the lower rate does not keep up with the de- 
mands occasioned by its growth, then it is simply mortgaging 
the future. 

We have had a very forcible illustration of this, in the city 
failing to meet the demand for school houses; so that in a 
single year, it was found necessary to construct four new 
school buildings at a cost approximating $325,000. 

In my judgment true economy required that this work 
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should have been commenced earlier, and have been kept up 
to, or in advance of the demand and paid for when done. 


FINANCIAL. 


Except for temporary loans in anticipation of taxes, the in- 
debtedness of the city is as follows— 


Water Debt. 
Bonds, $245,000 
Notes, | 13,000— $258,000 
Sewer Debt. 
Bonds, $190,000 
Notes, 40,000— $230,000 
School Debt. 
Bonds, $180,000 
Notes, 105,500— $285,500 
Total, $773,500 


Of the foregoing debt, the city is required to pay annually 
on the principal:— 


Water Debt, $19,000 
Sewer Debt, 10,000 
School Debt, 10.000— $39,000 


During the past year there was paid $40,000 and there will 
be required during the current year the sum of $38,000. 


Debt of the city Jan. 1, 1899, $796,500 
Debt of the city, Jan. 1, 1900, 773,500 
Decrease during the year, $23,000 


The income from our water works is sufficient to pay the 
interest, $19,000 per year on the principal, the usual cost of 
maintenance and have a small balance left toward the cost of 
extensions. This portion of the debt is not burdensome. 

The sewer debt will necessarily have to be largely increased 
during the coming year to meet the cost of sewage disposal. 
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Our only debt that is limited by law is the school debt—of 
this, there has been funded $200,000. There still remain notes 
to the amount of $105,500, and whatever judgments may be 
rendered in the suits of Halpin and Hopkins & Roberts. 

In my opinion it will be better to fund this portion of the 
debt, thus securing a lower rate of interest, besides getting 
them in line for ultimate payment. 

Should it be thought best to issue bonds, an act of the leg- 
islature authorizing such issue must be procured. 

It is held: That a city may issue bonds for the erection of 
school buildings, but cannot issue them to pay notes given for 
the same purpose. | 


LITIGATION. 


I am informed by the city solicitor, that the following suits 
are pending against the city:— 

1st—Suit of Edward P. Halpin to enforce a mechanic’s lien 
of $1,203.35 for labor and material furnished for the Briggs 
school house. Aiso one by the same party in an action of con- 
tract to recover for the same labor and material. 


2d.—Suit of Charles A. Crosier for damage caused by an 
overflowing cess pool at the almshouse. This suit has been re- 
ferred to an auditor. 


3d.— Suit of O. S. Hutchinson for damage caused by the tak- 
ing of water from the Mill Brook. This suit is in process of set- 
tlement by reference, and will probably be concluded at an 
early date. 


4th—Suit of Nancy B. Wellington for damage caused by tak- 
ing of water from Mill brook. This case will probably be 
reached at the February term of court. ` | 

5th—Suit of Hopkins & Roberts arising from their contract 
for building the new high school. This case, has been, by agree- 
ment, referred to arbitrators whose decision should be rendered 
at an early date 
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During the past year, a petition for the abolition of three 
grade crossings on the main line of the Boston and Albany rail- 
road has been adjudicated upon by a commission who find 
and decree the public convenience requires that they shall be 
abolished and fixed upon 10 per cent. as the share of the cost to 
be borne by the city. This work will be done by the railroad 
during the current year and you will be required to make pro- 
vision for the payment of the city’s share of the cost. 


SEWAGE DISPOSAL. 


This question will demand your early and careful attention. 

The law requires that some system which shall be approved 
by the state board of health shall be in operation, so that the 
discharge from cur sewers shall be taken out of the river dur- 
ing the present year. So far as I know, only one method has 
yet been proven at all satisfactory—that by filtration—and 
much doubt remains in the minds of some who are well in- 
formed as to its proving a perfect success in our climate. This 
work has been wholly neglected, until now the time is very 
limited. The Board of Public Works, who have had this matter 
in view since the inception of our new system of sewers, has as 
yet made no surveys or plans which would enable me to make 
any statements as to the probable cost. I think it will be advis- 
able to at once appoint a special committee who shall be author- 
ized to employ such expert assistance as may be necessary to 
evolve a general plan, and get everything in readiness, so that 
work may be cummenced as soon as the weather will permit in 
the spring. 


WATER WORKS. 


The only unusual addition to our water system likely to call 
for attention this year, will be the building of anew dam at 
Ashley lake. This lake is the only reservoir for the storage 
of water in our system. By raising the lake six feet 
the storage capacity will be doubled. The old dam having 
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already been raised twice a new dam will have to be built. The 
preliminary surveys have already been made, and it is esti- 
mated that the cost of the dam and the necessary embankments 
will be about $35,000. | 

If the present water shed does not afford water sufficient to 
annually fill the enlarged reservoir—then by the construction 
of certain canals or ditches—which will not be very expensive— 
the area of the water shed can be nearly doubled. The surveys 
for these canals have already been made. 

You will be asked to authorize this work, the eost of which 
may. be added to the water debt. 

I would strongly recommend a large addition to the number 
of water meters in use. It is not fair to the careful user to 
be obliged to pay for water wasted by his less careful neigh- 
bor, as we are now doing. 

By fixing a just minimum rate nobody will be restricted in 
the liberal use of water but will be restricted from allowing it 
to run to waste. 

Had the same amount of money expended in adding the Mili 
Brook to our system, been used in the application of meters in- 
stead I believe that the city today would have water to burn. 


SIDEWALKS. 


The city has never expended money from wuich so much 
benefit has been derived by the people, as that svent for good 
sidewalks. 

I would recommend the continuance of this work Only one- 
half of the cost comes upon the city, and where the abutters 
ask for their construction and are willing to pay their haif the 
city should be willing to do its share. 


STREET PAVING. 


On general principles I am strongly in favor of good roads. 

I believe that a large majority of our citizens aud tax payers 
would be glad to have our main business strect paved with 
some suitable material. 
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If some plan can be devised by which the pavement will not 
have to be dug up within a very few years, I sliall be glad to 
have the work commenced at once. J invite your careful atten- 
tion to this problem. 

The city council recently granted a permit to the Electric 
Street railway to double track North street. One of the condi- 
tions being that they should pave between and eighteen inches 
outside of its tracks with cobble stones. On the principle thau 
the strength of a chain is its weakest link, the street might 
about as well be all paved with cobble stones. This in the year 
1899. 


STREET SPRINKLING. 


Under chapter 419 of the acts of 1897, cities are now empow- 
ered to take charge of all, or any part of the work of watering 


the streets of the city, and assess the cost thereof upon the 
abutting property, pro rata per lineal foot of front. 


It seems to me that it will be advisable for the city to under- 
take this work. 

It has heretofore been done by private enterprise and the cost 
has in many cases been unevenly and perhaps unjustly divided. 

I have no specific plan to propose for carrying out this work, 
but have confidence to believe that you may be able to evolve 


one, which will prove satisfactory to yourselves and also to the 
public. 


COLLECTION OF TAXES. 


I wish to call this subject to your attention, and trust that 
it may receive your careful consideration. 

The amount of uncollected taxes remaining in the hands of 
the collector has, under the city government, increased from 
year to year, until the time when the last report of the auditor 
was made, they amounted to $76,000. Of this sum $25,800 was 
for taxes due and payable October 1st, 1898. 

There does not seem to me any good reason why all taxes 
should not be entirely collected within the year after they are 
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assessed, so that when the tax list is committed to the collector 
he may be able to commence with a clean sheet. 

Under our ordinances, there is no rule requiriny the collector 
to enforce their payment. When his term of office expires he 
simply turns over to his successor those uncollected, when he 
and his bondsmen are released from any further responsibility. 

If this state of affairs is allowed to continue it is liable in a 
short time to reach alarming proportions. 


POLICE. 


Our police force has had no change during the past. and will 
probably require none during the coming year. 
I have none but words of praise for its efficiency. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


This department of our city service has been strengthened 
during the past year by the addition of a piece of apparatus 
combining a chemical engine and protective wagon. 

The wisdom of this addition has already beer fully demon- 
strated by its efficiency in service as well as by securing a low- 
er insurance rate. | 

It responds to all alarms, and in every instance thus far has 
alone handled each fire within a radius of one mile. 

There has also been contracted for a fifty zallon chemical 
tank to be placed on our discarded protective wagon, making of 
it a combined chemical engine and hose wagon. This will be 
accomplished during the coming month. 

Probably no other unusual addition to the equipment of the 
department will be required during the coming year. 


GOOD ROADS. 


The use of the bicycle is becoming nearly universal. Where 
one person drives a horse for pleasure, two use ihe bicycle for 
the same purpose. I believe that the time has arrived when 
the rights of wheelmen should be recognized; hence I am in fa- 


vor of an appropriation each year for the construction of patns 
for their use 
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By this means two purposes are served. First: It provides 
roads which they may use at any time whether wet or dry. Sec- 
ond: It removes them from the road, thus avoiding the fright- 
ening of horses and the danger of collision with ieams. 

Gentlemen:—I have called your attention to a very few of 
the subjects which may require your attention during the year. 
If you carefully and conscientiously .consider the best interests 
of the city and endeavor to satisfy yourselves that your acts are 
for the benefit of the greatest number, you may disregard the 
criticisms of the few, in the belief that you will merit the ap- 
probation of your constituents and your fellow citizens.

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REPORT 


OF THE 


CITY PHYSICIAN. 


To His Honor, the Mayor, and the Honorable City Council : 


Gentlemen:—City Almshouse. For the year 1899, this estab- 
lishment had in all about ninety-nine inmates. There had been 
the usual amount of sickness, but only of a chronic type, which 
we must always expect among the class of persons which such 
institutions harbor, and no epidemic. During the summer, a 
*Publie Investigation" was instituted relative to the methods of 
government by the Superintendent. 

About the wisdom or unwiseness of such an investigation, it 
is not my province perhaps to criticise but in my report to the 
City Government of 1893, under the head of “Discipline,” I 
mentioned how necessary it was at times to use force, and on 
whom it might be found necessary, in order that the officers 
might be prepared to protect themselves as well as to protect 
the patients from injury. In this connection, I want to say a 
few words more about the institution and a special class of the 
inmates. Charitable institutions are always considered the 
landmarks which indieate the Christian Spirit of all commu- 
nities, whether they are found in the village, town, city or state. 
But deeper and stronger than these, should be formed the ties 
of affection and love of the Christian family for each individual 
member of it. 'lhat was, I am led to believe, tne old system, 
the family usually took eare of and supported the aged, the 
maimed and the sick of their family circle, but now it appears 
that we have outgrown that old style of living and have,adopt- 
ed an entirely new one.

We find, at the present time, that as soon as a person, male or- 
female, becomes disabled by age or infirmity, through which he. 
or she becomes a burden to the family, they are immediately 
thrown upon the public charity of the community in which 
they live. 

It goes without saying that there are cases so peculiarly cir-. 
cumstanced, that they become of necessity public charges, and 
must be taken care of by the community in which they have 
lived. We have such an institution for this latter class of peo- 
ple and I am confident that it is equal to any in the state for 
everything that goes to constitute an ideal home of this kind. 
But there is one thing in clear evidence, that we have sent out 
to our city almshouse many cases whose relatives seem to be 
abundantly able to support them outside of this institution 
without making the general taxpayers do it. However, the heads 
of these departments whose duty is to examine all cases, may’ 
have good, valid reasons for admitting this class of cases. 

Another aspect which should not be overlooked or forgotten 
is that we have in this instiution an amalgamation of nations. 
and these are commonly admitted when their mental faculties 
and bodily functions are failing and when, perhaps, the regrets. 
of a life time are pondered over, which rarely sweeten the,tem- 
per or disposition of these people, ` And again, many of these 
people never knew what it was to obey or observe any rule dur- 
ing their previous careers in the world; when, therefore, in the 
institution, they are compelled to obey rules and regulations 
which every well conducted establishment must have enforced 
and without which order could not be maintained, discipline ex- 
acted, or good government administered. Now, how can we ex-. 
pect that such a class of people could be goverened without 
some friction, when orders are given which a few .often refuse 
to obey, and indeed which government and obedience the rel- 
atives are willing to admit could not be put in practice at their 
homes? 

I must say, then, that during my intercourse with the institu- 
tion that William Shaw, in my opinion, has been as prudent, 
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careful and discreet a man for the position of superintendent as 
could be selected. 


INSANE. 


In this department we have cases that sometimes requirc 
pretty rigid discipline, in order to keep them under proper 
control. 

This class of insane are usually to be found among the males; 
they are persons physically strong and robust, but develop (he 
cunning, vicious and treacherous type of insanity. I am led to 
think that the examination made last summer has fully demon- 
strated the wisdom of excluding from the insane department of 
the City Almshouse, all cases where such characteristics are 
well marked. 


WATER SUPPLY. 


This is a subject which has been more or less discussed in 
forrner reports and surely very much has been done to supply 
this want since we became a city. Indeed the improvements 
made to increase the quantity of water would be quite sufficient 
for such an institution had it been located in a more favorable 
climate than ours. 

"The unfavorable conditions then may be briefly stated. First, 
the quantity of water in the spring over which the windmill has 
been erected is abundant for the demands of the mstitution un- 
til the summer months of July and August, when it has been 
found generally deficient in amount, when indecd it is so es- 
sential that a plentiful supply should be, had, as well for the 
safety of the buildings as for the use of the inmates. Second, 
It has been found that even if there should be enough of water, 
there is still the uncertainty of the necessary amount of wind to 
propel the fan of the windmill. This is a defect which cannot 
be remedied with the present kind of apparatus. These are 
then the principal defects that experience has demonstrated 
within and for the past few years. We also find that as the 
population increases in number at the institution. the demand 
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for a larger quantity of water also becomes greater. We here 
give a table taken from the record book of the City Almshouse. 
This table shows the number of inmates for each vear from 
the year 1875 to the year 1899. It shows the total number of 
persons who were there during the year, but nct during the 
whole year.

Another source of demand, too, that should be noticed is that 
since Mr. Shaw has been appointed superintendent he not, only 
did well in that office, but he also proved to be an expert farm- 
er. At the time he took charge there were seven head of cat- 
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tle; he has, now, twenty; there were four horses; he now has 
five. As it seems there is no likelihood that the city will carry 
out the former plan of conveying the water through pipes from 
West Mountain, and as it has been suggested as the next best 
thing to remedy the deficiency would be the construction of a 
reservoir, north of the barn, of sufficient capacity to supply the 
needs of the institution for weeks, .if necessary, or, at any rate 
. such an amount of storage as would bridge over those periods of 
calm when the windmill does not work. ,I here submit a. list of 
the various places where water is used at the City Almshouse. 


1. Laundry. Four days in each week; on:each day that wash- 
ing is done, the water used amounts to fifty barrels or the whole 
storage of the tanks, about 1600 gallons. 


2. The small boiler used to generate direct steam, about 
twelve barrels a day or 384 gallons. , 


3. Four water closets, use about 180 gallons a day. 


4. Six bath tubs; in these are given about sixty or seventy 
baths a week and each bath requires about 32 gallons of water. 


5. Cattle:and Horses during the winter.months; use about 
150 gallons a day. 


It is estimated that the daily consumption of water at the 
institutions will average about 90 bbls. or about 2880 gallons. My 
principal object in presenting the above figures is to assist any 
future committee from the City Government who might have 
this subject under their consideration.

Report of the Overseers of the Poor. 
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REPORT 


OF THE 


‘OVERSEERS OF THE POOR. 


To His Honor, the Mayor, and the City Council of the siy of 
Pittsfield: 


Gentlemen:—The annual report of the Board of Overseers 
of the Poor for the year ending Dec. 31, 1899, is herewith re- 
spectfully submitted :— 

During the earlier part of the past year, during the severe 
weather of the winter months, the list of families receiving aid 
was long, and the expense of caring for the out-door poor was 
very heavy—much heavier than it was for the corresponding 
period the previous year. But since spring, the expense has been 
lighter than it was the previous year, the coming of warm 
weather easing off the demand for fuel, and the starting up of 
several mills, and the general improvement of business in the 
city, furnishing employment for many. But the total expense 
has been, the SES year, considerably heavier than it was the 
year before. 

Early in the year, complaints of — to the Almshouse in- 
mates were made against Mr. Shaw. The board thoroughly in- 
vestigated these charges, and found that there was no proof to 
substantiate them. Afterward, the city council investigated 
the matter by request, with practically the same result. 

We want to call your attention to the fact that a large por- 
tion of appropriation for caring for the poor is used in caring 
for paupers who are really charges of other cities and towns, 
. and the state. When this is paid back to this city, not one cent 
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of it returns to the poor fund, but it all is paid to the City 
Treasurer as belonging to the general ‘funds of the city. The 
amount spent in this way the past year was $2,139.29. 


ALMSHOUSE. 


The almshouse inmates now number fifty-three, divided as 
follows: Sane men, twenty-two; sane women, ten; insane men, 
twelve; insane women, nine. There have been three persons 
sent from the Almshouse to state institutions the past year. 

In regard to the insane, it may be said that an insane person 
is never received into the Almshouse, who has not first been to 
a state institution, and pronounced incurable, and in such a con- 
dition that he can be cared for as well at the Almshouse as in 
the state institution except by request of friends. The expense 
is much less in caring for them at the Almshouse. The number 
of insane persons from Pittsfield in state institutions during the 
past year was twenty-five costing $2,891.12. 

During the year the board has increased the number of em- 
ployees at the Almshouse by two—one male and one female. 
The employees there now number six, beside Mr. and Mrs. 
Shaw. 

In regard to the water supply, we can only repeat what has 
been embodied in previous reports of this board, and included 
in reports of the City Physician. 

But the system of drainage at the Almshouse must be chang- 
ed. A large cesspool is now in use, but the soil is hardpan, and 
the cesspool fills faster than it empties. Some action on this 
matter must surely be taken during the coming year. 

We must again call your attention to the needed improve- 
ments at the Almshouse. The main building needs a new roof 
badly, the shingles on the present roof being rotted, and en- 
tirely “used up.” And the sills in the main building are rot- 
ted, and must be replaced, while part of the cellar wall has fall- 
en in. And we repeat our request for an appropriation for build- 
ing a new piazza in front of the women's sitting room. And 
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there must be additions to the dining-room, and the men’s sit- 
ting room, which is now over-crowded. Also, a yard or inclo- 
sure should be made where the insane could get out-door exer- 
cise in pleasant weather. The barn is in good condition, but if 
there were more storage room, more produce could be raised 
on the farm. 

In regard to Mr. and Mrs. Shaw, the board considers that 
they have performed their duties faithfully, conscientiously and 
to the entire satisfaction of their employers, and of most of the 
inmates. In their management of the Almshouse they have 
been sagacious, far sighted and economical, although not stingy, 
and their tact in case of unruliness is most commendable. 


RECOMMENDATION. 


The Board respectfully recommends that such a change be 
made in the city ordinances that the money expended on the 
poor of other towns and cities may, when paid back to this city, 
be credited to the poor department, instead of to the general 
funds. 

We must also ask for the ensuing year, an appropriation for 
the out-door poor of $12,500; for the Almshouse, $7,500; and 
for necessary improvements on the Almshouse, not including 
water and drainage charges, $2000. 

In closing we would make this suggestion: The main Alms- 
house building is old and rotten, and is no longer fitted to 
serve the purpose to which it is put. Besides this, it would be, 
in case of fire, a death trap. The barn and the insane quarters 
are new, and are in good condition, but the main building is 
unsafe. So that some time in the not very distant future it 
will be necessary to provide a new building—a good, substan- 
tial, modern, brick structure we hope it will be. And if an 
abundant supply of water and good drainage cannot be pro- 
vided for at the present location, would it not then be wise, 
would it not be economical in the end, to choose a new site, on 
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the line of the water works and the sewer, and more accessible, 


instead of putting more money into the old farm over the West 
Street hills?

Number of persons receiving temporary aid, and full support 
at state institutions: 

There have been aided 206 families consisting of 762 per- 
sons, who were legally settled in this city; 41 families consisting 
of 162 persons settled in other cities and towns in this Com- 
monwealth, 41 families consisting of 149 persons not having any 
settlement in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, making a 
total of 288 families of 1073 persons, 490 of which were males 
and 583 were females, 541 of that number were cnildren under 
16 years of age. 

There were 9 children boarded in families, 6 part of the year 
and 3 the whole year and were continued Jan. 1, 1900. 

There were 2 adults, one a feeble minded person boarding 
with a family in the town of Dalton at $1.00 per week. One 
was boarded for a short time and her friends removed her to 
Canada. 

There have been 25 insane persons receiving full support at 
State Lunatic and Insane Hospitals, and Epileptic Hospital. 
Some parts of the vear, 15 at Northampton Lunatic Hospital, 10 
remaining Jan. 1, 1900, 2 at Medfield Insane Hospital and they 
were continued Jan. 1, 1900. 

One in each of Danvers and Westborough Insane Hospitals 
and were continued Jan. 1, 1900. 

There have been 5 persons at the Massachusetts Hospital for 
-Epileptics part of the year, and 3 were continued Jan. 1, 1900. 

The expense of 2 persons was reimbursed to the city treasur- 
er by guardian and friends. The expense of one other was re- 
imbursed in part by friends. 
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There was one insane person boarded in a private family until 
Dec. 7, 1899, and then transfered to Worcester Insane Hospital, 
and was there Jan. 1, 1900.

We herewith submit the following report of the amount ex- 
pended and the number receiving aid from the appropriation 
during the year ending December 31, 1899. 

The amount of appropriation and transfers was $2,773.59. 
The whole amount, was expended. 

There were 38 families and persons settled and living in this 
city. Two families, residing in the towns of Westfield and Will- 
iamstown respectively, which were settled in this city, aided by 
said towns, and the amounts paid by the city treasurer. 

There were five families residing in this city, but settled in 
Williamstown, Dalton, Great Barrington and Lee, the amounts 
have been reimbursed in part and the balance will be paid later. 

One family not having any settlement in the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, was aided to a small amount, and it was re- 
imbursed by the State Treasurer. 

There were three families and persons aided part of the year 
from the appropriation, when it was learned that they had no 
claim as soldiers, they were transferred to the pauper depart-

To His Honor, the Mayor, and the Honorable City Council. 


Gentlemen:—The Board of Public Works herewith beg leave 
to present a report of the work which has been under their 
charge during 1899. 

The amount of, work done this year has not been as large as 
in some former years as the Board had less money to be expend- 
ed under their direction. However a large amount of work has 
been done in the construction of new sewers, renewals,and ex- 
tensions of water pipes, and surface drainage. 


WATER WORKS. 


On a number of streets about the city there were still remain- 
ing water pipes that had been put in years ago, and that were 
wholly inadequate for domestic use, and almost worthless for 
fire protection. These pipes on Madison avenue, Seymour and 
Alder streets, have been renewed with six inch cast iron water 
pipe, and a sufficient number of hydrants set to insure ampie 
fire protection. An eight inch main was carried up Lincoln 
street from Fourth street, through First street to Tyler, con- 
necting with the main to Pontoosuc. 
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New mains were also built in First street from Fenn street to 
Cottage Row and connecting with the Allen street line. 

The Board last year suggested the employment of a care- 
taker to watch over the several reservoirs and early this Spring 
placed a man over this work. He has carefully looked after the 
supply in the lower reservoir, and if at any time during the year 
the water has run over the dam, the gate at the lake was shut. 
He has also been over the pipe lines daily and had there been 
a break it would have been instantly detected. The Board are 
well satisfied that this has been a profitable investment for the 
City. If the dam is built at Ashley Lake this year a telephone 
would help this work a great deal. 

The matter of the pollution of our,sources of supply has been 
brought to your attention in previous years and the Board are 
as firmly convinced as ever that means should be taken for the 
abolition of the danger. 


METERS. 


In the matter of water meters the Board are satisfied that the 
meter is the only equitable course to determine the value of 
water. .In places which we have metered the consumption has 
been greatly reduced and there is little doubt but even then an 
ample amount of water has been supplied for all the wants of 
- the consumer. The City would do well to add to the. number of 
meters in use each year. 


INCREASED STORAGE SUPPLY AT ASHLEY LAKE. 


The matter of raising the dam at Ashley Lake to increase the 
storage supply has been agitated for some years back. During 
the year there are times when great quantities of water flow to 
waste over Ashley dam, which if it could be stored would be a 
. great benefit. The Board this year called into the case Mr. E. 
A. Ellsworth of Holyoke, an expert in such matterg and asked 
him to look over the ground thoroughly and report his opinion 
to the Board as to the feasibility of the plan. Mr. Ellsworth re- 
ports as follows: 
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REPORT ON ADDITIONAL STORAGE AT ASHLEY LAKE 
FOR THE CITY OF PITTSFIELD, MASS. 


To the Honorable Board of Public Works, Pittsfield, Mass. 


Gentlemen:—By your invitation, I have examined the dam 
and reservoir at Lake Ashley and have looked over the profiles 
and other plans prepared by the city engineer, and I beg leave 
to submit the following report, embodying my views and con- 
clusions on the subject of obtaining an increased storage capa- 
city at this point. 

I am, informed that a survey of the water-shed area of the 
lake has already been made and that caleulations on the quan- 
tity of water that can be collected here has been determined, so 
that you have already satisfied yourselves that increased storage 
is needed to make available for use the full flow of this water- 
shed. As your system has been explained to me, your supply is 
obtained from various sources and that the water in Lake Ashley 
is held in reserve and is used only to keep up the supply in the 
distributing reservoir after all other sources fail to keep the 
quantity equal to your daily consumption, and being your last 
resort under the present arrangement, it is safer and wiser to 
construet a basin that may be somewhat larger than the aver- 
age yield of the water-shed of the district than to allow any 
water that might be held by making. such provisions, to go to 
waste. From such information as your Board and the City En- 
ginecr has given me, I understand that you can draw at present 
to the depth of nine feet below the full pond line and that you 
now propose to raise your dam and the surrounding embank- 
ments sufficiently to secure an additional storage capacity of six 
feet and that the question upon which my opinion is, asked is 
whether or not it would be safe to raise the present dam to that 
additional height, and if not what suggestions I could offer as 
an alternative plan to obtain the desired result. 

From all the information that the records are able to furnish, 
very little seems to be known concerning the original dam. It 
is agreed, I believe, that it was built by the town of Pittsfield, 
some forty years ago, for holding a supply of water in storage, 
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but beyond that, as far as I am able to learn, nothing except 
what an external examination will furnish is known as to the 
nature of the foundation, the dimensions of the stone-work or 
the extent and character of the back filling. Such data are 1m- 
portant considerations to an engineer who is asked his opinion 
as to the strength and stability of such a structure. Without this 
information we must assume that the work was characteristic of 
the time in which it was done, good honest work, no doubt, but 
of a class most inferior to that required by the engineers of the 
present day to perform the same duty. In forming our opinion 
we must also remember thai the Pittsfield of, 1859 was a country 
village in comparison with the city of today, and that the suc- 
cess of publie water works in villages where many could obtain 
their domestie supply from wells and springs was an unsolved 
problem as far as ultimate demand was concerned. With the de- 
mand not sufficiently defined to give any basis for calculating 
revenue, with the future growth of the place still farther in 
doubt, with limited appropriations, as they must have been 
where uncertainties as to success existed, it is but natural to as- 
sume that this work, was laid out in modest proportions and that 
no money was spent for the benefit of future generations. 

The foundation of any structure is of the first importance, but 
in no other class of work does stability depend oo much upon 
the character of the foundation as in the dam. The original 
builders no doubt exercised the usual care of that, day in their 
work, but we have learned much in the use of materials since 
that time. The first dam was built with a face-wall of stone, laid 
dry, and is more in the nature of a retaining wall than a dam, as 
we now understand that term. It was made comparatively, but 
not absolutely tight by an embankment of puddled earth behind 
the wall, which adds nothing to the stability of the structure. . 
The proper dam for this place, as an engineer would design it 
today would be of sufficiently liberal proportions to be safe with- 
out bracing or backing and would be made tight by the use of 
hydraulic cement and not by puddled earth filled behind the 
wall. 1 am informed that leaks of considerable volume will be 
noted when the pressure of the full pond is exerted against

the dam. Leaks in an earth dam are always dangerous and in 
stone dams they are suspicious and uncertain and should re- 
ceive attention. 

A dam may fail by being undermined. by the force of the 
water driven beneath it by the pressure of the water from be- 
hind. It may fail through the compression of the foundation by 
the weight of the structure. upon it, causing settlement and 
cracking that will endanger stability. It may fail by being too 
light in cross-section, being pushed aside by the over-balancing 
pressure of the water behind or against it. It may, fail by rea- 
son of its improper proportion, by being laid too narrow at the 
bottom as compared with the top, when the pressure from behind 
will overturn it on its own foundation. I am informed that the 
city has twice raised this dam on its old foundations and that 
it is six and one-half feet higher at present than the top of ihe 
original dam. If the present dam should fail I should expect 
that if would be overturned by reason of its excess of height 
over its width of base. We have no means of knowing just what 
this proportion is bnt I should fear that it has aiready been 
carried beyond the point of absolute safety. 

With our limited knowledge regarding the character oi this 
dam, with our belief that the original builders considered only 
present necessities in the work which they did, I am sure thai 
extra precaution is the part of good judgment in dealing with 
this problem, and the simple fact that it has been already twice 
raised, though the dam still stands, should be a conclusive rea- 
son why we should not invite disaster by carrying it still farther 
out of proportion. 

] should most emphatically advise your city against making 
any farther attempt to raise the present structure upon its old 
foundations. If additional height is needed, the whole structure 
should be widened from the bottom upwards, upon the lower 
side, and this width should be sufficient to give the structure a 
safe proportion with little regard to the present dam. We read 
of the faiture of dams continually from one cause and another 
and in some cases we know that good judgment, experience, 
eare and skill have combined together to watch over and direct 
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their construction from base to capstone. ‘That condemned 
structures are still standing and that the expected rarely hap- 
pens is no argument in favor of taking unwarranted risks that 
prudent inen should accept. As I looked at the present dam and 
considered the probable history of its erection, it impressed me 
that the city was already taking greater risk than they could 
well afford in allowing the present dam to stand without re- 
pairs and while I cannot say that it is now in an unsafe condi- 
tion, for the reason that the data for estimating ,its stability 
cannot be obtained, I should advise, if the contemplated im- 
provements are to be made, that the quicker they could be made 
the sooner the present doubt will be removed. 

In any problem for the farther improvement of this reservoir 
the present highway must be considered. If the proposed under- 
taking shall be carried out I believe that the best results ,will 
be obtained by changing the location of this highway so that 
it shall pass entirely outside the limits of the pond than to raise 
it to a higher elevation within its present location. I do not 
consider the strengthening and raising of the present dam a 
difífieult or enormously expensive undertaking. I should expect 
that some trouble would be experienced in raising the embank- 
ment sufficiently on its present lines, owing to the uncertain 
character of the old embankment and the difficulty of Joining 
old and new work of.this kind. I believe better results would 
follow, and the area of the pond be enlarged at the same time, 
by the construetion of an entirely new embankment, from the 
end of the present stone dam, and ,nearly in line with it, to 
the high ground to the South of the gate house. 'This embank- 
ment could be made of sufficient width to allow the new high- 
way to be laid along its top, it could be made impervious to 
water by the construction of a “core-wall” of cement masonry 
from a proper foundation to a point above high-water line; its 
lower or land-slope should be the usual proportion with an extra 
allowance on the waterside to provide against the washing of 
the waves, and could be farther protected by a “rip-rap” of 
cobble stones. The highway, may be carried across the ravine on 
an iron bridge with abutments laid at right angles to the dam, 
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at either edge of the ravine, the abutments will then serve not 
only to carry the bridge but will, act as braces for the dam as 
well. ‘here should be substantial wing or retaining walls on the 
lower side of the embankment within the limits of the present 
dam to hold the roadway firmly in place. The strengthening of 
the present dam would only be necessary between the bridge 
abutments if the banks at either side were made watertight and 
the earthwork was of proper size from each abutment to the 
high ground at either end. 

As an alternative plan I would suggest the omission of the 
bridge and bridge abutments and the building of a heavy wali 
of cement masonry, parallel with the present dam, and some 
thirty feet below it, filling the space between these walls with 
earth, on which the roadway could be carried across the ravine, 
with a culvert from the dam across the roadway to allow for 
. the overflow of the reservoir. The roadway to the North of the 
reservoir, in either, case to be raised on its present location suf- 
ficiently to bring it above the proposed new water-line of the 
pond. A new gatehouse of modern design should be included 
in the improvements proposed. 

Without the necessary surveys and plans it is only possible to 
outline in a general way way the impovements to be made. It 
is likewise impossible without this data to offer any reliable 
estimate of cost for the proposed improvements. I have no 
doubt but that your engineer could make the necessary surveys 
and calculations to put the project in practical shape for definite 
consideration should the general features of this plan meet your 
approval. I believe that both suitable stone and earth are at 
hand in the immediate vicinity of the proposed work, and am 
therefore confident that the project could be carried out within 
a sum of reasonable proportions. 

Trusting that I have been successful in clearly stating my 
opinions and that you will find it to be grounded ,on the princi- 
ples of fact and connom sense, I remain,

' There has also been expended $11,087.92 for the extension 
of water mains, and $20,000 has been paid upon the water debt. 
The debt is now $258,000. A part of the work done on exten- 
sions during the year was paid for by a loan and Mill Brook lit- 
igation, claims, etc., to the amount of $2724.13 were also paid 
which explains the small net decrease of the debt. The Board 
last year suggested that it would be an advantage to the water 
works if the finances of that department could be kept separate 
from the other city accounts. We are still of the opinion that 
it would be better for the works if its finances could be kept 
apart from other accounts.

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BRIDGE REPAIRS. 


Considerable work has been done on the bridges about the 
City during the past year. A number of them have received at- 
tention in the way of new plank. Nearly all of the bridges have 
been scraped and painted and are now in good shape. 


CITY HALL. 


There have been no repairs of any extent needed on the City 
Hall during the year. The Board called the attention of your 
Honorable Bodies to the need of better facilities for storing the 
City records in our last report. The City Council of this year 
made an appropriation for a fire proof vault and the contract 
for the same was let to Foote & Jones and is now nearly com- 
pleted. When completed, this vault with its furnishings of steel 
throughout, will provide ‘a permanent and proper place for the 
storage of the records of the City. 


BARKERVILLE CULVERT. 


The construction of this culvert which was delayed last year 
by the building of a section of State road, was taken up this 
Spring under the appropriation for the same. 'The old sione 


culvert was taken out and replaced with 42 inch cast iron pipe. 
Wing walls were built to protect the banks on the ends, and it 


is now in good condition. 
PECK’S ROAD CULVERT. 


This culvert was in rather dangerous condition as it did not 
extend the full width of the roadway. Twelve inch cast iron 
pipe was put in, new railings built, and it is now in a safe and 
serviceable condition. 


SPRINGSIDE AVENUE. 


This street having been accepted by the City Council and an 
appropriation having been made for working the same, the gut- 
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ters wer opened out the length of the street, and a surface of 
gravel put on. No large amount of work was done as the appro- 
priation would not warrant, but it is in good passable condition 
for some time to come. 


BRIGGS AVENUE. 


The southerly portion of this street having been accepted by 
ihe city and an appropriation for working it having been anade 
work was taken up. From its steep grade the disposal of surface 
water was the most serious problem. A right of way was secur- 
ed from George W. Burbank to the ditch on his land and a 20 
inch cast iron pipe put in as far as the foot of Briggs avenue. 
The street was also graded and gravelled to the accepted grade 
and the gutters paved with cobble stone. 


BICYCLE PA'T HS. 


The bicycle paths have received the usual amount of attention 
in the way of cutting out weeds, and dressing up the surface by 
the application of gravel and were in good condition during the 
year. x 


PARK AND COMMON. 


The Park and Common which are in the care of the Board 
were early in the year treated to a coat of fertilizer. The grass 
has been regularly mowed and the walks cut out. The Board 
suggested last year the planting of trees and shrubs, which 
would greatly add to the attractiveness of the places, and make 
it a real pleasure ground for women and children. 


BRADFORD STREET DRAIN. 


The work on this system during the year has broughi the 
main as far south as Columbus avenue, and north to Linden St. 
Feeder drains were built in Columbus avenue and catch basins 
put in. This relieves the surface sewer across the railroad of 
allthe water which formerly came from Columbus avenuc. 
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Catch basins were put in at Linden street, Maplewood avenue, 
and in front of the American house. The old trouble with, 
water at the corner of Summer street is thus relieved. This 
work should be further carried on this year by carrying feeders 
through Francis avenue as far south as the southerly side of 
Summer street and putting in catch basins, and also by a drain 
in Northrup street connecting with the main on Bradford street. 


REVOLUTIONARY MARKERS. 


The City Council made an appropriation this year for pro- 
perly marking the graves of the soldiers of the American .Revo- 
lution. Suitable markers of bronze were purchased and set in 
place at their respective graves. A complete list as far as possible 
was also made of the name, date of death and place of burial of 
each and engrossed upon the records of the City. 


NORTH PEARL STREET. 


The City Council early in the year accepted this street and ` 
made an appropriation for working the same. The street was 
worked to the grade accepted by the city, gravel sidewalks put in 
and gutters provided for carrying off the surface water. The 
new Parochial school added greatly to the travel on this street 
and it is now in fine shape. 


LENOX AVENUE. 


An appropriation having been made for working Lenox ave- 
nue the work was begun on the north end of the street. 16 inch 
cast iron pipe was laid for a distance of about 490 feet from the 
river up Lenox avenue, and catch basins connecting with the 
same were built. The street was graded and gravelled for a dis- 
tance of 800 feet. This street will need further attention next 
year as surface water is quite a question in this locality.

REPAIR AND CARE OF SEWERS. 


The new sewer system has not been flushed as often as usual 
this year on account of the scarcity of water. This work should 
be thoroughly done the coming year. 


INSURANCE. 


Quite a number of the insurance policies on City buildings 
have expired this year and have been renewed. 'The City is par- 
ticularly fortunate as to fire losses. We have had but one and 
that very slight, the flag pole on the High School and the roof 
being damaged in the severe electric storm of September 3rd. 
The loss was promptly adjusted by the companies. 


PURCHASE OF SEWER LOT. 


The Board this year purchased from the trustees of the 
Learned estate a parcel of land situated on Pomeroy avenue near 
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the Lowden place. The outfall of the trunk sewers is at this place 
and this lot will ultimately be used for sewage disposal pur- 


poses. The lot comprises about 15 acres and the price paid for 
the same was $3,400.00. 


SEWERS. 


During the year 1.07 miles of sewers were added to the new 
sewer system. This was all done in the Eveningside section of 
the city. Following is a table of the sewers laid during the 
year.

Eighty-nine connections were made to the new sewers during 
the year, making a total of 1334 to January 1, 1900. 


SEWAGE DISPOSAL. 


The Board called the attention of the City Council last year 
to the urgent need of steps being taken for removing the sew- 
age from the [Housatonic river. The City Council this year ap- 
pointed a committee, consisting of the Mayor, the City Solici- 
tor, and Mr. J. H. Manning of the Board of Public Works to pe- 
tition the State Board of Health for an extension of time. The 
petition was presented and a hearing given at the Court house 
in Pittsfield to all the parties interested. The reply of the 
State Board of Health follows:—

Gentlemen:—In response to the petition of the City of Pitts- 
field for an extension of time for the removal of the sewage of 
the city from the Housatonic river, beyond June 1, 1900, the 
State Board of Health, at a meeting held at its office upon Octo- 
ber 5, 1899, took the following action: | 


Voted: That further action of the State Board of Health in 
the matter of the Pittsfield sewage-disposal be postponed till 
June 1, 1900, when, in the opinion of the Board, it might then 
be proper to extend the time for the completion of the sewage- 
disposal works until October 1, 1901, provided, the City of Pitts- 
field shall have meanwhile shown due diligence in causing the 
necessary surveys to be made, and in doing such work as is prac- 
ticable for carrying out the work of sewage-disposal in accord- 
ance with the plan approved by the State Board of Health in 
1891. >-

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FENCE AT SCHOOL HOUSE YARD, FRANCIS AVENUE. 


The yard at the Francis Avenue school house which is used 
by the City for the storage of pipe and material, had become 
a nuisance to the citizens in the vicinity by reason of not being 
fenced. Petty thefts have also occurred there and it was a source 
of annoyance. The fences on the sides and rear have been re- 
paired in good shape and a new picket built in front. This it is 
hoped will remedy the trouble at this place. 


TREES. 


The usual amount of work has been done during the year on 
the trees about the City in the way of trimming, ete. Early in - 
the summer a scare existed from what was supposed to be the 
ravages of the elm tree beetle. Mr. Christopher Clark of North- 
ampton, an expert, was called in to examine the trees, and de- 
cided that while there were evidences of the pest no immediate 
danger was at hand, if precautionary measures were taken. If 
the trouble should appear means will have to be taken to spray 
the trees as has been done successfully in other cities. The 
trees add greatly to the natural charms of the City, and every 
means should be taken for their preservation. 


SURFACE DRAINAGE. 


Under this appropriation two very important pieces of work 
have been taken up. Wahconah street in front of the building 
owned by Mrs. Elizabeth Kelly has long been in an unsatisfac- 
tory condition, the walk being low, and the outlet for surface 
water insufficient. A right of way was secured from Mrs. Kelly 
and a 30-inch cast iron pipe carried from the street to the 
ditch in the rear of her block. The sidewalk was raised to the 
grade of the walk on the north and south of the property. This 
has greatly relieved the nuisance at this point and been a con- 
venience to residents of that vicinity. 

Elm street below the tannery bridge was also in bad shape, as 
the water from the streets that were developed on the Pollock 
property all flowed on to this section of the street, and as there 
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was no avenue of escape for it, the street was in bad condition. 
A 24-inch drain of cast iron pipe and tile was carried from Elm 
street to the river and five catch basins built connecting with it. 
The street is now in good condition and the surface water pro- 
vided with adequate means of escape. 

There are a number of places that need attention as to sur- 
face drainage. The Board last vear called the attention of the 
City Council to Wahconah street. This has been partly accom- 
plished this year, but considerable work needs to be done there 
yet. 

Fourth street near the Boston & Albany railroad should have 
attention and means provided for disposing. of surface water. 
South street below Mrs. Redfield’s should also be looked after 
and steps taken to carry off the water which washes out the road- 
way every season. The Morningside section should have a sys- 
tem for collecting water at the junction of Tyler street and Dal- 
ton Avenue. The grading of streets in that vicinity has thrown 
a large amount of water on Curtis street, and some arrangement 
should be made to carry it off. 

The new territory at the upper end of Pontoosuc lake which 
was laid out and graded into new streets has tended to throw a 
large amount of water on to the highway at this point. A drain 
of sufficient size should be put in to carry the water to the lake. 
The same condition of affairs still exist at the lower end of 
Howard street and Pomeroy avenue regarding the flow of wa- 
ter over the lands of residents in that vicinity. A pipe should 
be laid to the river to carry it off and catch basins built con- 
necting with it. 

West Housatonic street near the bridge of the N. Y. N. H. 
& H. R. R. Co. is also in bad shape, the water from the hill west 
of the bridge, and that coming from newly developed streets 
lodging in the hollow east of the bridge. 


BOG SEWER. 


This work was completed last year to the stone drain on the 
Barry land on Church street. Under the appropriation this 
vear the work was completed by the laying of 276 feet of 24- 
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inch cast iron pipe from the above mentioned drain to a point 
in the rear of the O’Connor shop on New West street. Two 
catch basins were built and connected with the same and the 
work finished considerably within the appropriation. 

In connection with the laying of the above pipe easements 


were secured from Mr. Dennis O'Connor and from C. S. Ferry 
& Son. | 


LIGHTING STREETS. 


The following electric lights have been established: 

Four incandescent lights from the watering tub on Dalton 
avenue to the junction of Benedict road. 

One are light on Summer street near the Casino building. 

One incandescent light on Peck's road at the corner of Lake 
avenue. 

Five ineandescent lights on King street between Linden and 
Campbell streets. 

One incandescent light on Alder street between Seymour and 
Francis avenue. 

One arc light on New West street near White's green house. 

One arc light on McKay street near Morton Place. 

Seven incandescent lights on the common near the path 
across it. | 

Eight incandescent lights on Elm street, one between each 
light that 1s now established. 


REPAIRS OF BUILDINGS. 


There has been little to do under this appropriation this 
year. The old school house at the North Pearl street tool 
yard was given some repairing, as the sills had rotted out. The 
State applied to the Board for storage room for a steam road 
roller during the winter. This necessitated enlarging the door 
at the tool house on North Pearl street. Aside from a few 
small repairs this is all that was done. | 
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FOURTH STREET. 


This street on the southerly portion of it, having been accept- 
ed by the City Council and an appropriation being made for 
working it to grade the Board begun operation upon it early in 
the summer. An arrangement was made with C. H Brown by 
which in consideration of the purchase of a strip of land ten 
feet wide the length of the street, he would give three feet of 
land without cost to the city. The price paid for the strip was 

$3,000. It was also agreed by Mr. T. D. Peck that if Mr. 
Brown would contribute three feet he would give a like amount. 
This makes the street nearlv 33 feet wide. The fences were 
moved back, the street worked to the grade accepted by the city, 
and the banks terraced back. New stone steps were put in ac- 
cording to the agreement by the city, and this street, serving as 
it does as an avenue for the large traffic of the mills in the vi- 
einity, is now a convenient and much used thoroughfare. 


BEAVER STREET CULVERT. 


The old stone culvert at the outlet of Silver lake has long 
been in a dilapidated and unsafe condition, and the City Coun- 
cil having made an appropriation for the same, a new stone and 
brick culvert has been built at this point. It is fifty feet long 
as directed by the City Council, with a six-foot opening. This 
work was particularly expensive from the nature of the soil, 
which was quicksand, and the large amount of water percolat- 
ing through from the iake, necessitated the keeping of a force 
of men pumping night and day until the foundations were in. 
Brick arches constitute the top of the culvert with iron beams to 
sustain the roadway, which was widened out considerably, wing 
walls were built and a good lasting piece of work accomplished. 


PLEASURE AVENUE. 


Under the appropriation for this street the roadway was grav- 
elled from Tyler street to Stoddard avenue. An unusually large 
amount of filling was required at this place, as there was a very 
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deep cut, and the east side of the street was far below the trav- 
elled way. A gravelled sidewalk was built on the east side of the 
street and it is now in good shape. 


FENCE ON COMMON. 


The trustees of the German Lutheran church asked the city to 
build a fence for the protection of their property which adjoins 
the Common. This was done and a substantial iron fence built 
around the church, for which the city paid the cost. 


MONUMENT EAST PART CEMETERY. 


The monument to the memory of Sarah Deming, the first 
white woman to settle in Pittsfield, had become in a dilapidated 
condition from neglect. Under the appropriation for the same 
the monument has been reset and cleaned, and is now a proper 
tribute. 


EXPENDITURES.

transfers were made. 


In several accounts the balances were

The Fourth Street appropriation 
appears $3000 less than the Auditor has it and the expenditure np 
like amount smaller. A payment of $3000 was made.to C. H. 
Brown which did not pass through the hands of the Board. 

In April Mr. A. N. French who had been Clerk of the Board 
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since 1891, resigned his position to accept the superintendency 
of the Hyde Park Water company. Mr. French had served the 
City faithfully and to the satisfaction of all. Mr. Louis B. Cum- 
mings who had held the position of Water Inspector for the 
past eight years was appointed to succeed Mr. French as Clerk 
of the Board. 

We append the reports of our Engineer, and the foreman in 
charge of Highways, Water Works and Sidewalks, which give 
more fully the details of the work under their charge.

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REPORT OF CIVIL ENGINEER. 


To the Honorable Board of Public Works:— 


Gentlemen:—I herewith submit the following report of work 


done by the Engineering department during the year ending 
December 31, 1899. 


HIGHWAYS. 


Less than the usual amount has been done by us in this de- 
partment during the last year. Lenox avenue which was accept- 
ed in 1898 as a publie way has been graded for a portion of its 
length. At the northerly end of the street a surface drain was 
laid from the river up Lenox avenue a total distance of 489.50 
feet. Five catch basins were built on this line. These take the 
water from 850 feet of Lenox avenue, Goodman Lane, and a 
portion of Wahconah street. Eventually two more catch basins 
will have to be built on this line. The soil on this portion of 
Lenox avenue is hard pan which is kept wet by the drainage 
from the high land on the easterly side of the street. To avoid 
this 160 feet of tile drain was laid at a depth of 33 feet, In ad- 
dition to the above a small amount of grading was done be- 
tween Weller avenue and the summit of the hill north of it. 
Before the rest of this street is graded, surface drains should be 
built to take care of the water in a way similar to that already 
drained, as described above. 


BRIGGS AVENUE. 


Briggs avenue between Wahconah street and Weller avenue 
was laid out this year by the City Council. This street is now 
a public way its entire length. An appropriation of $1000, hav- 
ing been made to work the street a surface drain of 20 inch cast 
iron pipe 200 feet long was laid from the ditch on the land of 
George W. Burbank across Wahconah street to the corner of 
Briggs avenue. One new basin was built on this corner and the 
old basin on the easterly corner was connected with the new 
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drain. Iron pipe was laid on acount of it’s being so near the sur- 
face. Stone gutters have been laid from these basins to Weller 
avenue and the street was worked as well as the limited appro- 
priation would allow. The plan as made calls for the laying of an 
18 inch pipe from the 20 inch pipe up the hill to Weller avenue. 
mond avenue, Weller avenue, and the upper portions of Briggs 
avenue. At present there is no adequate provision for the water 
discharged from these streets. No further work should be done 
on these streets which will cause more water to flow towards 
the point where it is proposed to build the catch basins, until 
they have been built. 


BEAVER STREET CULVERT. 


The culvert at the outlet of Silver Lake being in an unsafe 
condition was replaced with a new one. The old culvert varied 
in section. At the northerly end it was six feet square and at the 
southerly end it was 44 by 4 feet. It was 50 feet long, but owing 
to a parapet wall at the southerly end the roadway was but 44 
feet wide. The new culvert is six feet wide and has a clear 
height of 5 feet. It is 50 feet long, being the same length as the 
old culvert, but as a parapet wall was built on both ends it al- 
lows of a roadway 49 wide or 5 feet more than before, or wili 
so allow when the present temporary wooden railings are re- 
placed by permanent ones of iron. The wing walls at the south- 
erly end instead of running parallel with the street line as for- 
formely, now make an angle with it, thus allowing an easy ap- 
proach to the bridge. The material under the culvert was too 
soft to allow of the walls being built directly upon it. A tim- 
ber foundation was therefore put in which also answers as the 
floor of the culvert. The top covering consists of I beams and 
brick arches. | 


BARKERVILLE CULVERT. 


The old culvert on the upper Barkerville road, near the 
school house, was this year replaced with sixty feet of 42-inch 
cast iron pipe. 
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SURFACE DRAINAGE. 


What is known as the Bradford Street Drainage System has 
had a large amount of work done on it this year. A drain 
varying from 30 inches to 12 inches has been laid from the cor- 

pner of North and Bradford streets through North street to Col- 
umbus avenue, and up Columbus avenue for a distance of 

780.50 feet. On North street between Bradford street and Lin- 

den street an 18-inch pipe was laid. Ten man-holes and five 

catch basins were built on these lines. The pipes on this Brad- 
ford street system are of sufficient size to provide for a rainfall 
of 1 1-2 inches per hour. The plans call for a drain through 
Northrup street to drain Union street. There are now three 
small catch basins near the corner of Northrup street and 
Union street which discharge into a small pipe which used to 
run the old North street drain, and which is now temporarily 
connected with the new drain in North street. These small catch 
basins and pipes are inadequate for the proper drainage of the 


street and should be replaced at an early date with that provided 
for in the plans. 


WAHCONAH STREET DRAIN. 


A 30-inch cast iron drain 142 feet in length was laid from 
Wahconah street underneath the wooden block owned by Mrs. 
Elizabeth Kelly, and through her lot to a large ditch at the rear 
of it. This ditch connects with the river. Two new catch bas- 
ins were built in place of the two old ones that were opposite 
this point. The new basins were connected with the new 
drain. "The material through which the pipe is laid is peat and 

` was unsuitable for foundation. Outside of the Kelly block a 
pile foundation was made and underneath the building the pipe 
was laid on a platform. This pipe replaced an old drain that 
had proved to be too small. The pipe is of sufficient size to - 
take 'the drainage of the water shed between Seymour street 
and Briggs avenue, and all that area that would naturally drain 
through the southerly portion of Lenox avenue, and that, por- 
tion of Weller avenue easterly of Lenox avenue, a total water- 
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shed of 35 acres. The size of this main was calculated on the 
basis of 2 1-2 inches rainfall per hour. In connection with this 
work the Kelly block was raised about two feet and thiy permit- 
ted of the raising of the sidewalk in front of the, block which 
was so far below the street as to prevent;the forming of a 
proper gutter between it and the car tracks. 


ELM STREET DRAIN. 


To take the water that runs into Elm street between Com- 
monwealth avenue and Pollock avenue a 24-inch drain of akron 
and cast iron pipe was laid from the river through to Elm street 
in a right of way obtained from Messrs. Couch and Hermance. 
A 20-inch akron pipe was laid from this through Elm street to 
Commonwealth avenue on the west and Pollock avenue on the 
east. Owing to the small amount of covering over the 20-inch 
pipe, four inches of concrete was laid around it. The pipes are 
of sufficient capacity to carry a rainfall of 2 inches, per hour. 
Seven catch basins and five manholes were built on this line. 


BOG SEWER. 


The work of replacing the old wooden surface drain com- 
monly known as the Bog Sewer was completed this year. This 
drain runs from a stone culvert near the southerly line of E. H. - 
Robbins’ land across South Church street and Church street to 
New West street. 'l'he portion built this year consisted of 277 
feet of 24-inch cast iron pipe. This pipe with the exception of 
37 feet in Church street was laid on a pile foundation. The 
average depth to which piles were driven being about thirty 
feet. "There is now an iron drain varying from 24 inches to 20 
in diameter running from a point 200 feet southerly of South 
Church street to New West street, with the exception of 160 
feet lying between South Church street and Church street. 
This portion consists of a stone culvert about 28 inches square. 
The bottom of this culvert is below the grade of the iron pipe, 
being 6 inches below grade at one end and 8 inches below grade 
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at the other. As this culvert was in a good state of repair it 
was not thought best to change. 


SEWERS. 


The work of providing sewers for that portion of the City 
called Eveningside has been largely done this season. The fol-

WATER WORKS. 


One and seventy-eight hundredths miles of water pipe have 
been ‘laid, the usual records of which have been taken by the 
Department. 


ASHLEY LAKE. 


Some preparations have been made this year for the work of 
rebuilding the Ashley Lake dam for the purpose of increasing 
its storage capacity. Brush and trees have been cut on the 
dam and reservoir sites. Some grubbing has been done and 
some of the surface material removed. 


MILL BROOK DAMAGE CASES. 


The cases of Hutchinson and Wellington vs. the City of 
Pittsfield have for the past three years made us considerable 
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work. Weir readings were taken each week on both of the 
brooks up to the time of the trial of the former case which was 
held in October. Numerous calculations and plans have also 
been made. Now that the Hutchinson case has been tried 
there will be but little more engineering work to be done on this 
portion of the water works. 


HIGHWAY COMMITTEE. 


The work done for the Highway Committee the past year has 
been as.follows.

That portion of Fourth street that was accepted this year was 
formerly known as Rrown’s Lane. In its narrowest part this 
was only 17 feet wide. A strip of land 10 feet wide lying on 
the easterly side of the street was purchased from C. H. Brown. 
As this would only leave the street 27 feet wide the abutters 
on the westerly side of the street gave a strip varying from two 
to three and a half feet in width, and on the easterly side in 
addition to the amount that he sold, Mr. Brown gave a strip 
three feet wide. This makes a street 32 1-2 feet wide and is a 
great improvement to this section of the City. 


COLUMBUS AVENUE. 


The relocation of Columbus avenue in front of the American 
House has increased the width of the narrowest portion of that 
street from 33.12 feet to 36.10 feet. In place of the land thus 
given for street purposes the City has released its claim to a 
strip of land which formerly belonged io the street, but over 
which the American House annex had been built. 


DWIGHT STREET. 


The street which is now called Dwight street was formerly 
called West Appleton avenue. In consideration of the accept- 
ance of the street by the City, the abutters have given the city 
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a right of way for the purpose of running a surface drain from 
the street to the river. This is something that will be essential 
when the street is worked. 


WORK FOR THE ASSESSORS.. 


During the year we have made 17 sectional maps of the city 
for the assessors. While the greater portion of the data from 
which these maps have been made has been. compiled from the 
original plans of the lots, and from deeds, there has been more 
or less surveying required, which has been done by this depart- 
ment. 


MISCELLANEOUS WORK. 


FIRE PROOF VAULT. 


Plans have been made for additional fire proof vault for the 
City Hall. The vault is now being constructed. It is 16 feet 
long and 10 feet wide. 

In addition to the work in the Mill Brook damage cases 
which have been mentioned in another place, considerable work 
has been done on several of the other damage suits in which 
the city is involved, the principal one being the one which the 
contractors for the new High School have pines against the 
city. 

EXPENDITURES. 


The total amount expended from your appropriations for 
construction work was $3,080.47. In addition to the above you 
have expended for engineering as follows:

REPORT OF FOREMAN .OF WATER WORKS. 


To the Honorable, the Board of Public Works: 


I submit herewith the annual report of the operations of the 
Water Department, the condition of the works, and the usual 
tabulated forms showing number of miles, size and location of 
pipe and hydrants, and inventory of stock on hand, together 


with recommendations regarding such changes as seem to me 
desirable or imperative. 


EXTENSIONS AND RENEWALS. 


The main pipe of the works have been relaid and extended 
as appears in the subjoined table. 

The eight inch mains laid in Lincoln and First streets and 
Cottage Row afford greatly improved fire protection to the ter- 
ritory in their immediate neighborhood, and serve as feeders 
to the smaller mains which branch each way. By the addition 
of numerous valves along the lines the necessity of shutting 
off large areas for repairs, has in a great measure been obviated 
in these particular sections. |

"There have been made during the year two 6 inch, one 4 
inch, one 14 inch, three 1} inch, one 1 inch, twenty-six $ inch, 
and forty-one 4 inch service connections, a total of seventy-five. 
Five services have been repaired, one has been lowered, two re- 


newed, and five discontinued. 


SEWER CONNECTIONS. 


This department has made 70 connections with the new 
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sewers and four connections with old sewers. In addition Mr. 
Thomas Martin has made 16 connections with the new sewer, 
a total of 89 connections made during the year. Two connec- 
tions with old sewer have been relaid with iron pipe. Seven 


cases of stoppages in house sewers have been dug up and re- 
paired, and one house sewer lowered. 


RESERVOIRS. 


The various intake basins were given their usual cleaning 
early in the year, and in addition Mill Brook reservoir has been 
cleaned three times during the summer. The south basin at 
Ashley reservoir we were unable to clean without using wate1 
from, Ashley Lake for the purpose, and in view of this fact, to- 
gether with the low water in the other streams it was deemed 
advisable to put it over until next year. In previous years we 
have had much trouble with the dirt backing around the top 
of the roolway at Ashlev Reservoir. This backing has been made 
more substantial by removing a portion of the dirt to a depth 
of 18 inches, and substituting a grout of crushed stone and 
Portland cement. | 

Since July 12th, a caretaker has constantly patrolled the va- 
rious pipe lines, watched the reservoirs and gate houses, and reg 
ulated the flow of water from Ashley Lake, so that the lower 
basin has been kept full, and yet none has been allowed to run 
over the dam. That the appointment of this caretaker has been 
a wise provision there can be no doubt. Any serious breaks on 
the pipe lines through the fields would now do little damage 
before being discovered, to say nothing of the immense saving 
of water which results from his being constantly on the ground. 


ASHLEY LAKE. 6 


On February 10th, the brooks were so low that the gate at 
Ashley Lake was opened three inches and allowed to remain so 
until March 1st, when it was closed to one and one-half inches. 
Starting with the lake full it was drawn down 19 inches during 
that time. On March 13th the gate was closed, the lake having 
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filled to within seven inches of the top of the flush board. On 
April 27th water was running over the dam to a depth of two 
inches at which time the gate was opened one and one-half 
inches, and on May 10th, after a period of thirteen days’ con- 
stant use the lake was still full. Water has been used from Ash- 
ley Lake 39 days during the year, but by the careful watching 
the caretaker has, been able to give it, the lowest point reached 
during the year was on October 27th, when it was 48 inches 
‘below the top of the flush board. 


HYDRANTS. 


There have been set during the year 18 steamer hydrants of 
which seven have replaced smaller ones on the lines of the new 
mains laid. Five Ayers hydrants have been discarded as unfit 
for further service, and the hydrant on Silver street has been 
discontinued. During the process of digging the cellar of the 
new Groom building on Clapp avenue, the caving in of a por- 
tion of the walk carried with it the hydrant and part of the 
branch. The mains were promptly shut off and little damage 
was. done. 

The hydrant cn Mill street, which by the opening of Haw- 
thorne street, stood in the middle of that street, has been car- 
ried back into the tree line. The single hydrant has been set 
on Union street midway between North street and Francis ave- 
nue and one on East End avenue. Repairs including the renew- 
al of 12 waste valves and 14 main valves have been made to 38 
hydrants. I would again recommend that the Board purchase 
and set a number of crane hydrants thus keeping entirely sepa- 
rate the sprinkling service from the fire service. 


METERS. 


There have been set during the year the following meters:— 
One 3 inch, three 14 inch, six 1 inch, two $ inch, and five 3 
inch meters. The three inch Crown meter at the Pomeroy Mill 
has been taken off and reset at the New American House. 
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The immense amount of water wasted each day through care- 
lessness and leaky fixtures, would, if saved, settle definitely for 
a number of years the question of further supply. Rigid and 
constant inspection would in a measure reduce the amount, 
but the only inspector which is always on the ground is the 
meter. One set, and the consumer made to understand that 
every gallon of water wasted will be charged for, the consump- 
tion immediately drops off in most cases over half and in many 
even more. It would seem then that the City of Pittsfield would 
do well to make a reasonable appropriation each year for the 
application of meters.

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MISCELLANEOUS. 


Early in the season the two pipe bridges near the Tannery 
were cleaned, and painted two coats of metallic paint and are 
now in good shape. l 

The pipe yard on Francis avenue has been fenced on all 
sides, the weeds and grass cut out, and the special castings sort- 
ed and piled. 

Every valve. belonging to the department has been inspected, 
the boxes adjusted to the surface and in many cases where it 
was found that the boxes had shifted to such a degree that the 
wrench could not.be placed on the nut they were dug up and 
replaced, and such gates as needed it were re-stuffed. 

The flush tanks on the old sewer lines, many of which were 
out of repair, have had the supply of water cut off. 

The water mains at Union street and Summer street were 
offset to allow room for the Bradford street drain, as were & 
number of service pipes along the route. 

Three bottles of water from various branches of the river 
taken each month and five bottles from the various reservoirs 
taken each three months have been shipped ‘to the State 
Board of Health for analysis. 

. During the construction of the Beaver street Culvert the 
water main was broken off. This was repaired and shifted tem- 
porarily beyond the abutments, and after the culvert was fin- 
ished a new 8 inch pipe was carried through the walls near the 
top of the culvert, elbowed down, reduced on both ends and pro- 
tected from the frost by building around it a brick pit which 
was afterwards filled with flocks. 


NEEDED RENEWALS. 


Pomeroy avenue between Broad and East Housatonic street 
should be relaid with 6 inch pipe. The present pipe of two 
inch cast iron never having coated is nearly filled with rust. 

Wellington avenue should be relaid with 6 inch pipe, as 
should Dewey avenue between Division and West streets. 
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These are the only streets that should demand immediate 
attention, with materials at their present high figure. 

In conclusion I wish to tender the members of the Board, my 
thanks for their courtesy and co-operation, to Michael Johnson 
and Patrick Stanton and other employees generally for their 
faithful endeavors.

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REPORT OF THE FOREMAN OF HIGHWAYS. 


To the Honorable, the Board of Public Works: 


I submit herewith the annual report of the Highway Depart- 
ment for the year ending December 31, 1899. 

While there have been no serious storms to wash the roads 
as was the case last year, and the roads been generally good for 
travel. the appropriation was not large enough to do all the 
work that was desirable on our 150 miles of highways and 
streets. Snow bills to the amount of $4000 and bills for clean- 
ing catch basins to the amount of $800 taken from the general 
appropriation for highways leaves a comparatively small amount 
for actual work upon the roads and streets. It must be borne in 
mind that where in years past gravel beds were easily accessible 
to all parts.of the city, they are now from one to three miles 
distant, necessitating long hauls at increased expense. 


GRAVEL ROADS. 


The following streets and roads have been gravelled:— 

The old Dalton road from the school house at the Junction 
to the John E. Merrill place. This piece of road, which was in 
bad condition, is now in good shape. |

Other streets and highways have had the usual turnpiking 
with large scrapers 
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REMOVAL OF SNOW. 


The removal of snow from the streets has grown to large 
and costly proportions. Snow from the sidewalks is shovelled 
into the gutters, necessitating its removal after each storm, or 
consequent flooding of walks and cellars when it begins to melt. 

On February 16th, the day after the big storm, a force con- 
sisting of 211 men and 40 teams were engaged in breaking 
roads and removing snow.

BRIDGES. 


The wooden bridge across the cause way at the north end of 
Onota Lake having been of no use since the steel cylinder was 
put in, was this year taken out and the gap filled with gravel. 
I again call your attention to the abutments of the Hancock 
bridge, the Smith brook bridge, the Chapel bridge, the Hath- 
away bridge, on Newell street, the bridge at Peck's Lower Mili 
all of which should be rebuilt. A thorough examination should 
be made of the abutments of the Van Sickler bridge as the 
channel at that point has been lowered. A large number of the 
bridges have been painted during the year and the balance 
should be painted during the coming year.

All the planks from 12 to 16 feet in length bought two years 
ago, have been used and as we will doubtless require some the 
coming year, I suggest that they be purchased. 


MACADAM. 


All of the macadam put in previous to last year needs re- 
surfacing, and I would suggest that the grade of Wahconah 
street from the new car house to Briggs avenue be raised on the 
east side and the road made more nearly level. 

The macadam on Depot street, Columbus avenue, Fenn street, 
from Pearl street to Second street, and on North street from 
Fenn street to Orchard street is too badly worn to be repaired.

SPECIAL APPROPRIATIONS. 


The stone culvert on the Barkerville road has been replaced 
by 42 inch cast iron pipe, and the widening of the road and 
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cutting down of the hill has made a great improvement at that 
point. 

North Pearl street from Maplewood avenue to Melville street 
has been graded and gravel walks built on both sides. 

1200 loads of gravel were required to grade Pleasure avenue 
from Tyler street to Stoddard avenue, and to build gravel walks 
on each side. 

Fourth street, which was accepted as a public way this year, 
has been widened and worked to grade, the fences on the west 
side moved back, gravel walks built on both sides, banks graded 
and turfed, and stone steps put in at Seymour Burns, as was 
agreed to by the Highway Committee. 

Briggs avenue has been graded from Wahconah street to Well- 
er avenue. 

Lenox avenue has been graded on the north end for a dis- 
tance of 550 feet and a walk built on the west side. 

Lenox avenue has been partly graded on the south end and 
should be completed this year. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I would respectfully suggest that paved gutters be put in as 
follows:— 

Linden street from Dewey avenue to Onota street, south side. 

Dewey avenue from Columbus avenue to Division street, both 
sides. 

Winter street from Curtis street to Rice school. 

South street at the Howard hill. 

West street at Briggs hill.

Dalton avenue from Woodlawn avenue to Westminster street. 

North street from Stoddard avenue to Charles street. 

Peck road between upper and lower mills. 

Tyler street from First street to North street. 

West Housatonic street from railroad bridge to the top of the 
hill. 

I would also recommend the laying out and grading of Onota

street from Linden street to the Cemetery, there being a large 
amount of travel there, and it is not in very good shape now. 
Your attention is again called to the fact that the number of 
catch basins is constantly increasing. For this work there should 
be purchased the coming year two modern sanitary iron carts. 
The department is also in need of a new four wheeled scraper.

PARK AND COMMON. 


The Park and Common have had their usual attention during 
the year, $500 being expended in their maintenance and care. 
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Fertilizers were placed on them in the Spring and grass seed 
sown. The grass on the Common has been mowed four times 
during the Summer and the walks scraped out. 

Some new walks have also been cut out and the old ones 
newly gravelled. There were several walks closed up, soil drawn 
on and seeded down. The Park has been mowed every week and 
the walks kept trimmed up. 


CUTTING AND TRIMMING TREKS. 


There has been but little work done on the shade trees the 
past year, only $107.88 having been expended upon them. The 
greater part of this was spent in removing dead trees. There 
were a number of dead trees left standing that should be cut out 
next vear as they are in some cases dangerous. 


SURFACE DRAINAGE. 


A large part of the work of my department during the sea- 
.son was surface drainage. The five large pieces of work under 
my charge have cost about $14000. 


BRADFORD STREET DRAIN. 


This system was extended this year from Bradford street to 
Linden street on North street and south as far as Columbus 
avenue. It was also carried up Columbus avenue 780 feet. The 
pipe used on the main line consisted of 332 feet of 30 inch 
cast iron pipe, 280 feet of 24 inch cast iron pipe, 285 feet of 
20 inch cast iron pipe, 445 feet of 18 inch Akron pipe, 364 feet 
of 15 inch Akron pipe and 416 feet of 12 inch Akron pipe. All 
the old catch basins along the line were connected to the new 
main and five new basins built, which required 78 feet of 10 
inch Akron pipe, 86 feet of 8 inch Akron pipe, and 17 feet of 8 
inch cast iron pipe to connect them with the main. Ten man- 
holes were also built along the line. 
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WAHCONAH STREET DRAIN. 


The old 16 inch cast iron pipe that formerly ran under the 
Kelly block on Wahconah street was replaced this year with one 
of 30 inch cast iron. Pile had to be driven and cross timbers 
put in and the pipe supported from them. The pipe as far as 
it extended under the block was laid upon a platform 6 feet 
wide. The total length of the pipe laid was 142 feet. One man- 
hole and two catch basins were built on the line. 


ELM STREET DRAIN. 


A surface drain was built on Elm street during the year from 
Commonwealth avenue to Pollock avenue and with a main run- 
ning to the river. The main was laid with 24 feet of cast iron 
pipe, 246 feet of 24 inch Akron pipe, 297 feet of 20 inch Akron 
pipe, 77 feet of 18 inch Akron pipe, and 52 feet of 12 inch 
Akron pipe. Seven manholes and five catch basins were built 
on this drain. 


BOG SEWER. 


The last section of the Bog sewer was completed this year, 
from the stone culvert near Church street north 277 feet. Piles 
were driven, cross timbers put in and the pipe hung from them. 
Two hundred and seventy-seven feet of 24 inch cast iron pipe, 
32 feet of 18 inch cast iron pipe, 10 feet of 14 inch cast iron, 
pipe were laid. Three manholes and two catch basins were built 
to connect with the main. 


LENOX AVENUE DRAIN. 


A surface drain was laid on Lenox avenue beginning at the 
river. One hundred and ten feet of 20 inch cast iron pipe was 
laid. In Lenox avenue 380 feet of 18 inch Akron was required. 
Four manholes and five catch basins were built, which took to 
connect them with the main, 51 feet of 15 inch Akron, 130 fect 
of 12 inch Akron and 36 feet of 10 inch Akron pipe.

A French drain was laid 150 feet in Lenox avenue to drain 
the roadway and to take the water that came from a ditch: 
through the lots on the east side of, the street. 


BEAVER STREET CULVERT. 


The old culvert on Beaver street at the outlet of Silver Lake 
was in such bad condition that a new one was built there this 
year. This was a very hard piece of work from the fact that the 
water flowed in so fast from the lake. The foundations were 
laid upon a platform 16 feet wide. The culvert is 50 feet long 
with a six foot opening: Wing walls were built on both ends of 
Lee marble, I beams were laid across and brick arches filled in. 
Considerable gravel was needed for filling at the east end of the 
culvert.

School Committee’s Report. 


— — ee 


To the Mayor and City Council of Pittsfield: 


Gentlemen:—Neither manners nor fine feathers may make 
either the man or fine birds. Nevertheless both may be helpful. 
One has not far to go in Pittsfield to recall schoolhouses that 
were not helpful. Nor did their surroundings lend any added 
charm. But a change has come. Some of our newer school 
buildings leave little to be wished for. Both parents and chil- 
dren ought to be thankful for these. Well-kept turf and walhs 
without, sunshine, fresh air, space and decency within do have 
their moral effect. Nor is this effect only upon teachers and 
pupils. It is felt by every dweller in the neighborhood and by 
every passer-by. Credit for the marked change for the better 
in the appearance of our school grounds is due to those members 
of the Committee whose faithful work has done so much to 
bring this about. One further touch can be given by the pupils 
themselves. If each one of our four thousand school, children 
will see that no papers are scattered upon these grounds, or in 
our streets, Pittsfield will have taken a long step toward an 
added neatness. If this be accomplished at least one resident 
of the city will be saved much labor and many bendings of his 
backbone. | 

Within these school walls the past year has seen much pains- 
taking, conscientious work. The silence and lack of parade with 
which our teachers do their work may seem to make it pass un- 
noticed. But the toil and effort will bring their reward. The 
recompense will surely come, perhaps suddenly and unexpected- 
ly, even years afterward. 

Whatever there be within or without the school that brings 
inspiration to the life of the community ought to be cordially 
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welcomed and acknowledged. In December last there were hung 
in the William B. Rice school ten photographs that admirably 
serve this purpose. They were the gift to the school of the man 
whose name it bears. The influence of such a gift will reach far 
into the future. To have suggested to one daily the sweep and 
plunge of Niagara, the silence and mystery of the Sphinx and 
the great Pyramid, the awful grandeur of the Matterhorn is to 
weave into the lives of all who use this building certain strands 
that can never thereafter be dropped out. Familiarity with the 
homely features of the great Lincoln that look down from the 
superb portrait chosen for the purpose ought to make better 
Americans out of every boy and girl in the Rice school. 

In September last the new parochial school of St. Joseph's 
church drew to itself nearly five hundred of our public school 
pupils. In a measure this gave relief to some of the more crowd- 
ed schools. But it did not and does not allow the city to re- 
duce the number of teachers in its employ or materially to re- 
duce its expenditure for school purposes. 

During this year the Committee has deemed it wise to begin 
the teaching of vertical handwriting in the lower grades of 
the sehools. By means of this it is hoped that a simple, legible 
and easily acquired mode of writing will thus early be put with- 
in the reach of the pupils. 

The Committee has voted to allow the use of the High School 
assembly room for a public lecture on February 15th. This is 
an act of courtesy to the lecturer, the principal of the Mechanic 
Arts High School in Springfield, who is to come here at the 
request of certain of our townspeople. It is an excellent prece- 
dent. In the city from which the lecturer comes, the correspond- 
ing room in its carefully planned High School building is freely 
at the disposal of the publie for use for whatever ministers to 
the higher life of the community, whether in information, art, 
literature or music. We shall be guilty of no mistake if we do 
likewise. Had our own building been put where it was the 
almost unanimous wish of the School Committee to have it 
stand, on our main thorofare, its usefulness for such purposes 
would have been greatly enhanced. 
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The crying need of the Pittsfield school system is the kinder- 
garten. One dollar spent upon the child before he is seven years 
of age ought to be worth many times that sum spent upon him 
in, any seven years of his after hfe. A bent can thus early be 
given to his whole nature the influence of which he will carry to 
his grave. More and more we are learning that no one cast iron 
rule will fit all cases in education. Personality, individuality are 
the qualities in men and women that make the world worth liv- 
ing in. To draw out and develop these possibilities in the child 
is the peculiar privilege of the teacher in the kindergarten. Her 
personal contact with the child is such as the conditions in our 
primary schools do not permit. And this chance once lost may 
never again be given. The gristle rapidly hardens into bone. 

There are kindergartens and kindergartens. We want only the 
best. With such every child in Pittsfield ought to be the better, 
physically, mentally and morally for a course in one. He will 
have learned to use his hands, his ears, his eyes. He will have 
learned, too, to respect the rights of others.. He will have been 
taught from the first to stretch his mind, not merely to exercise 
his memory. | 

If Pittsfield is to attract hither the kind of dwellers that we 
wish it must at least offer them as good opportunities for their 
children as those to which they have been accustomed in other 
cities and towns. We older people can do without some things 
if we must. We can not afford to save upon our children. 

The kindergarten is no experiment. The leading men and 
women in the world of education approve it, adopt it. So far 
as I am aware no one of weight and influence in educational 
matters opposes it. We shall not excel the quality of the work 
already done here by our one kindergarten, now supported by 
the volunteer efforts of our townspeople and their friends. But 
we may offer a like opportunity to many more children. If we 
can not at once have six more kindergartens in our six other 
wards, we may at least begin by having one more kindergarten 
in one more ward.

Superintendent’s Report. 


To the School Committee: 


Gentlemen:—In conformity with your regulations, I submit 
to von my sixth annual report, the ninth of the School Depart- 
ment of the City of Pittsfield, and the thirty-secend in our 
series of Superintendents’ reports. 


I. 
INSTRUCTION. 


While the past year has been marked by no very radical depart- 
ures from the general plans followed for the past six years, the 
working out of those plans has involved some changes of details 
in means and methods. Some changes have been suggested by 
educational movements common to the country at large and 
some have grown out of our own experience in following the 
lines of work marked out in our course of study. We have a 
right to count ourselves progressive in subjects of study and 
methods employed. We have made Great and manifest improve- 
ment in many respects. Our schools seem on the whole to bear 
favorable comparison with those of other places. Nevertheless, 
we can not afford, to conceal from ourselves the fact that we 
still have in our school system various weaknesses and short- 
comings. Some of these are known to us, and apparently might 
be to a large extent overcome at once by applying the recognized 
remedies. But whether greater evils might result from applying 
the remedies 


“puzzles the will, 
And makes us rather bear those ills we have, 
Than fly to others that we know not of.” 
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Some of our imperfections are incident to human nature or the 
nature of things and can be remedied only by slow processes of 
healing and strengthening and developing. 


ARE WE RIGHT? 


In some matters generally regarded as desirable we are con- 
fessedly out of touch with the educational movements of the 
times. We may have reasons that so far have seemed sufficient 
for watching the procession in these matters instead of forming 
a part of it. We are in greater or less measure doing the same 
things in other ways. We are doing various good things that 
are not done by others who follow more closely the educational 
fashions of the day. It may in the end appear that we have 
less to undo than others. We may be right in not attempting 
what we have not found the means to do well. It may be that 
self-denial is as profitable for a community as for an individual. 
But we ought to realize distinctly that we make small provision 
for physical culture; that the kindergarten is not a part of our 
School system; and that we are without manual training, against 
the dignity, if not the peace, of the commonwealth. 


“BEHOLD, THE SOWER WENT FORTH TO SOW; 


and as he sowed, some seeds fell by the way side, and the birds 
came and devoured them: and others fell upon the rocky places 
where they had not much earth: and straightway they sprang 
up, because they had no deepness of earth: and when the sun 
was risen, they were scorched; and because they had no root, 
they withered away. And others fell upon the thorns; and the 
thorns grew up, and choked them: and others fell upon the good 
ground, and yielded fruit.” | 

In our school work we have come to expect that every seed 
will bear its full measure of fruit, and are disposed to question 
the skill of the sower if it does not. It is no feeble testimony to 
the efficiency of the schools that this expectation is so general 
.and so confident. Neither is it unreasonable that those who are 
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given charge of the field shall be held accountable for results 


as good as the conditions permit. But it should not be forgotten 
that, however carefully the sower may select his.seed and how- 


ever perfectly he may scatter it, the abundance and the quality 
of the fruit depend chiefly upon the nature and condition of the 
ground on which his seed falls and the benignity of influences 
beyond his control. He may plant and water, but he can not 
give the increase. 


“SOME A HUNDREDFOLD, SOME SIXTY, SOME THIRTY.” 


For several years 1 have had a growing conviction that the dif- 
ference in the natural aptitude of children for learning is very 
little understood or appreciated, even by those who have most 
to do with them. If the children do not advance with equal 
rapidity in their studies, their parents may naturally question 
the ability or the fairness of their teachers or the excellence of 
the school system. It is not strange if they do, and the for- 
bearance which they exercise shows that in questionings of this 
kind the school system is generally given the benefit of the 
doubt. My object in presenting the following facts is not, there- 
fore, to refute any unfair criticisms on the work of the schools, 
but to make plain the variations in the quality of the ground 
upon which the seed of the educational sower falls. | 

In the first term of the first year, most of the pupils come to 
their teachers with no knowledge at all of school work, altho 
a few may have had a little teaching at home and a few have 
attended the kindergarten. Under the same instruction, except 
that extra attention is likely to be given to those who make the 
least progress, the end of the first term finds some of them, 
well started in their studies, while others are far behind them, 
and a few have scarcely made a beginning. At my request, the 
teachers of the beginners entering our schools last September 
reported at the close of the term in December the progress of 
these pupils. These reports from those of our schools having 
more than one room show the following variations:

Varying environment and varying standards might in some 
degree account for variations in the estimates of progress as 
reported from different schools, but the variations of progress 
in the same school seem to be due chiefly to the varying capacity 
of the pupils for learning. There is no chance of confusing the 
question by suggestions of severity or crowding in the course 
of study, or cramming, or home work, or fads. The lessons are 
as simple as the teachers know how to make them, and the 
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children can not have been led astray by the mistakes of previ- 
ous teaching. The amount of absence is somewhat greater in 
the slower classes, but the difference does not seem sufficient to 
account for the difference in the results. So far as the school is 
concerned, the sower and the seed are the same for all. Possibly 
there may be some difference in the depredations of the birds 
and the scorching of the sun. But the ground that the seed 
falls upon seems to be the main factor in determining the quan- 
tity and the quality of the fruit that is brought forth. 


THE RACE MAY NOT BE TO THE SWIFT. 


While I wish to make clear the variations in the ability of 
pupils to do the work of the several grades in our schools, I do 
not wish to be understood as saying or believing that the suc- 
cess or lack of it with which they do school work necessarily de- 
termines their success or failure in life. The probability is that 
the qualities shown by children in school will be shown in their 
later career, but there are some qualities and powers that may 
not manifest themselves very prominently in school. Failure to 
reach a certain grade in a certain time may be due to the fact 
that the pupil has not yet reached the fruit-bearing period. 
Some plants and animals require a much longer period for their 
development than others; but this does not determine their rel- 
ative value. As I have said in a former report, it is not neces- 
sarily the best fruit that ripens soonest any more than it is the 
best watch that runs the fastest. 

What I am urging is that children be allowed whatever time 
their natures require to move from grade to grade, provided the . 
proper effort is made. One child may be laying the foundations 
of a sturdy physique and making a reputation for stupidity in 
school while another is making what is regarded as brilliant 
progress at the expense of health and strength. In the later 
struggles of life the sturdy constitution may enable the slower 
pupil to bear burdens under which the other is crushed. It is 
the business of the school to provide such work for the pupil 
that each step is the next that ought to be taken, and to lead 
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him to take the successive steps as rapidly as his strength of 
mind and body warrant. To require more than this is harmfui, 
to permit less is wasteful. 


DECREASE OF NUMBERS IN SUCCESSIVE GRADES. 


The number of pupils in the successive grades of schools is a 
matter of considerable interest, and is quite frequently discuss- 
ed. In a recent issue of the Journal of Education appear the fol- 
lowing editorial statements: 

“Tt is the usual thing for writers and speakers to say that only 
three, five or eight per cent. of the children ever see the high 
school.” : 

“In all well regulated cities of 100,000 and less fully one-third 
of the children of the second primary grade enter the high 
school." 

“The first year is such a medley that there are about one-third 
fewer in the second primary grade than in the first." 

“Not until the second year is there any basis of judgment, and 
from that basis one-third enters the high school and one-fifth 
graduates." 

It is also commonly stated that the vast majority of pupils 
leave school before the fifth or sixth year. 'l'hese statements are 
quoted as specimens. 

The records in my office show the number of pupils in each 
grade of our schools at the end of October for each of the five 
years from 1894 to 1898 inclusive. During this period the condi- 
tions affecting attendance seem to have been essentially uniform. 
I do not pretend to have interpreted these records with any 
completeness or certainty. Probably the factors entering into 
them are too numerous to permit any satisfactory interpreta- 
tion without additional data. But I suspect that they furnish 
data not often available and that they cover a field of inquiry 
that needs exploring. The more I have pondered over them tne 
more likely they have seemed t» yield suggestions of practical 
value in adjusting more perfectly the work of the several grades. 
' They appear to me, therefore, worth putting into this report for 
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whatever lessons may be drawn from them at the present time 
and for whatever comparisons may be based upon them hereaft- 
er. So far as Pittsfield is concerned, the opening of St. Joseph’s 
Parochial School begins a new period under conditions different 
from those which have heretofore prevailed, and which may be 
expected to produce results somewhat different from those here- 
tofore secured. A careful studv of the conditions and tendencies 
which such records register with more or less accuracy and dis- 
tinctness can hardly fail to be helpful to those who seek to sub- 
stitute certainty for guesswork in the management of our schools 
and thus approximate to a satisfactory solution of the intricate 
problems involved. l

For the five years named these records show, among other 
things, the following facts: 

. That 6.4 per cent. of the pupils in the publie schools of Pitts- 
field were in our High School. 

That the pupils in the first year of the High School course 
were 13.13 per cent. of the number in the first or lowest pri- 
mary grade. 

That the pupils in the first year of the High School course 
were 15.04 per cent. of the number in the second grade. 

That the pupils in the fifth year were 66 per cent. of those 
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in the first year and 75 per cent. of those in the second year. 

That the pupils in the sixth vear were 48 per cent. of those in 
the first vear and 55 per cent. of those in the second year. 

That the largest absolute loss of number is between the fifth 
and sixth years, and the next largest between the seventh and 
eighth years. 

That, reckoning the absolute numbers in successive grades, 
the largest per cent. of loss is between the seventh and eighth 
years, and the next largest between the first and second years of 
the High School course. 

That, reckoning absolute numbers, the loss between the last 
year of the grammar schools and the first year of the High 
School is only one per cent. greater than the loss between the 
eighth and ninth years of the grammar school course. 

The editorial statements referred to above are not in ac- 
cordance with the facts shown by the records of Pittsfield. 


LIGHT FROM THE REPORT OF THE UNITED STATES COM- 
MISSIONER OF EDUCATION. 


I have been unexpectedly confirmed in my estimate of the im- 
portance of these records and materially helped in discovering 
their significance by the very recent arrival of the second vol- 
ume of the report of United States Commissioner Harris for 
1897-1898. Under the heading, “Distribution of Pupils in the 
Several Grades," page 2345, he says: 


*"The proportion of pupils in the several stages of advancement in the 
course of study has an important bearing on many questions in school ad- 
ministration. On the material side, the preparation of accommodations 
and facilities for instruction is largely influenced by the number in the 
different grades; but beyond this, many deeper considerations relating to 
course of study and plans with a view to holding pupils in school as long 
a8 possible must be based upon a knowledge of how many and what pro- 
portion of children are already in the various degrees of advancement." 


After a table in which he gives the per cent. of persons of 
each age from six to seventeen in the United States, he says: ' 


*'In contrast to the small differences in these percentages, the rapid fall- 
ing off in the upper grades of the schools, as shown by the tables, stands 
forth in a strong light. "The steady decrease in the actual number of 
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children is relatively so small that mortality may be eliminated in consid. 
ering the causes of the falling off in school attendance. Those causes 
must be sought elsewhere. 


To make an average showing the mean rate of decrease from class to 
class for all the cities is an unsatisfactory undertaking because of the 
differences in the length of the course. But if we only take cities having 
at least eight years in the elementary course and four in the high school, 
and omitting kindergartens, ninth grammar grades, and normal schools 
we have the following totals and percentages for twenty-one cities.” : 


I had already ascertained the average number of pupils of the 
. successive school ages according to our school census for the five 
years from 1894 to 1898; and Mr. J. M. Lee, Actuary of the 
Berkshire Life Insurance Company, had already kindly prepar- 
ed for me the per cent. of mortality for these ages in Massachu- 
setts. Dr. Harris's report also gives a detailed statement of the 
numbers and percentages of pupils in the several school grades 
of 24 representative cities, presumably including the 21 previ- 
ously mentioned. From these sources I have obtained the data 
for the following comparison:

In Boston 5.2 per cent. of the pupils are in kindergartens and A per cent. in 

the Normal School. In Cleveland 1.6 per cent. are in the kindergartens and .8 
per cent. in the Normal School. Cambridge has 8.8 per cent. in high schools, 1.4 
r cent. being in fourth year. Lowell has 7.3 in high schools, with .6 per cent, in 


ourth year. In Worcester 11.8 per cent. are in high schools, 2.6 per cent. being in 
the fourth year. 
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In comparison with the 21 cities, we have the same per cent. 
in Grade III. Below that our proportional numbers are smaller 
and much less uneven, especially comparing Grades I. and II. 
Above Grade III. our proportional numbers are in every case 
larger. In comparison with Boston, we have a lower proportion 
from Grade VI. to the first year in the High School, and the 
same proportion in the second High School year, while in; the 
third and fourth High School years our proportion is larger. In 
comparison with Cleveland, we have a smaller proportion of pu- 
pils in Grade I., 28.4 per cent. of pupils above Grade V. againsi 
24.9 per cent. in that city, also a larger proportion in the High 
School and in the third and fourth years of the High School. In 
evenness of grading we seem to compare favorably with Boston, 
Cleveland, and the 21 representative cities. The influence of 
mortality as a factor in the decrease of numbers in the succes- 
sive grades is perhaps smaller than is generaliy supposed. 

The above comparison of the number of pupils in the several 
grades of our schools with the average number in the corres- 
ponding grades of these 21 representative cities of the United 
States ought to be very gratifying to us, especially when we re- 
member that this favorable distribution of our pupils is not be- 
cause of any laxness in promotion. Seldom, if ever, do pupils 
coming to us from other places find themselves able to enter 
more advanced grades here, while it frequently happens that 
they are obliged to enter a lower grade here than in the schools 
from which they come. The per cents in the grades of Pittsfield 
are larger in the column omitting Grade IX. than in the column 
including Grade IX. on account of the difference in the base on 
which they are reckoned. 

Commissioner Harris's list shows only one city in which one- 
third of the children of the second primary grade enter the High 
School, and only two other cities that approximate this propor- 
tion, the average entering the High School being much less. 
His list shows only one city in which the fourth year pupils of 
the High School equal one-fifth of those in the second primary 
grade. Boston has 8,919 in the second grade and 370 in the 
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fourth vear of the High School. Cleveland has 8,074 in the 
second grade and 505 in the fourth year of the High School. 


RELATION OF NUMBER iN CHARGE OF THE TEACHER TO 
NUMBEFP PROMOTED. 


In my report for 1897 occurred the following: "One of the 
conditions that seriously affect good teaching is the number of 
pupils in the charge of the teacher. In a recent address Mrs. 
Alice Freeman Palmer urged with great earnestness the impor- 
tance of placing no more than thirty pupils in the care of ‘a 
teacher. In relation to this demand it is an interesting fact that 
last summer 87 per cent. of our pupils were promoted in the 
rooms having no more than 35 pupils, 78 per cent. in the rooms. 
having between 35 and 45, and 74 per cent. in the rooms having 
more than 45." Taking only the promotions made at the close 
of the last summer term, and neglecting those made as the re- 
sult of study during the summer vacation, the record for the 
last year shows that 82 per cent. were promoted in the rooms 
having no more than 35 pupils, 81 per cent. in the rooms hav- 
ing between 35 and 15, and 73 per cent. in the rooms having 
more than 45. The records for 1899 show about the same per 
cent. of promotions in rooms having more than one grade as in 
rooms having only a single grade. 

The whole matter of grading and promotion depends on so 
many factors that one may well hesitate to draw conclusions 
with any air of finality, especially without taking into considera- 
tion with great care all the knowable factors involved. <A 
course of study may be made so easy that practically every pupil 
ought to be promoted, or it may be so severe that a pupil who 
passes half the grades has a fairly thoro and complete education. 
Again some teachers may recommend pupils for promotion 
whom other and more exacting teachers would hold in the same 
grade for another year. In some quarters there has been in re- 
cent vears great anxiety to find the quickest road thru the 
grades and to bring the puni!s to the end of the course in the 
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shortest possible time. Between the standing required for pro- 
motion in this city and perfection there is room for the pupils 
to do a very large amount of profitable work. J suspect that in 
a large proportion of cases even the best of our pupils will lose 
nothing and gain much by «striving for work of better quality 
rather than by hastening into a higher grade. 


THE :MPORTANCE OF REDUCING FATIGUE TO THE | 
MINIMUM. 


I have noticed that the pupils of some schools or schoolrooms 
seem te do well with apparent ease and relish an amount of 
work which the pupils in other schools or schoolrooms seem to 
regard as difficult and wearisome. The difference may be largc- 
ly explained by the different conditions under which the pupils 
work. One teacher may be full of life and cheer and careful to 
use the powers of the pupils so as to secure maximum resulis 
with minimum fatigue. Another may be equally earnest and 
faithful, hut anxious only for results while neglecting many or 
most of the conditions favorable to the best results. When, for 
instance, a teacher is so absorbed in her work that she habit- 
ually allows her pupils to breathe foul air heated to 75 degrees 
or 80 degrees, it must be expeeted that her pupils will find their 
work too difficult and headeehes frequent as the result of “too 
much study.” 

This is a matter of so much importance that I quote at con- 
siderable length from an address on this subject before the last 
meeting of the National Educational Association, by Dr. H. E. 
Kratz, of Sioux City, Ia. 

*Mosso, an eminent authority on fatigue, states that he has made the 
difficult ascent of Mt. Blanc several times, and observed the sublime 
scenery that greets the eye of the traveler, but that he can remember 
nothing of the magnificent view from the mountain’s summit, because his 
fatigue so greatly lessened his mental ability........ Has not this same 
experience of Mosso's been paralleled in the instruction of even brlght 
pupils, and teacher and pupils saddened and discouraged because, after 
carefully and laboriously climbing to the mountain top of some difficult 


topic, from which a glorious view could be caught, fatigue so dulled the 
powers of perception that practically nothing of permanent value wus 
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carried away? Such experiences are only too common and, besides being 
depressing, leave the pupil in a discouraged frame of mind, with confi- 
dence in self shaken and with less desire to make the ascent again." 

“Fatigue is nature's kind warning against overpressure and overexer- 
tion. We need constantly to be on the alert to discover whether or not the 
requirements of the schoolroom are too heavy, whether the hours of work 
are too many, whether the study periods are too long, whether the rest 
periods are too infrequent, whether any change can be made by which the 
maximum mental efticiency can be secured with a minimum expenditure 
of each child's energy. It should be constantly borne in mind that what a 
child accomplishes or masters depends not so much on how hard or hew 
long he works as it does upon the fact thut he is working at the maximum 
of his power, Ten miuutes of concentrated, vigorous effort, when the mind 
is fresh, is worth ten times ten minutes of dawdling, whether the dawdling 
be caused by fatigue or laziness. Time is no measure of progress in the 
schoolroom." 

*"This paper cannot take up the subjects of good health. nutritious 
foods, proper exercise, etc., ultho each of these contributes in nosmall 
degree to that fresh, vigorous condition of mind and body which is so es: 
sential for the attainment of the maximum ot mental efficiency. Nor can 
it more than point out that much of inattention, that source of incalcula- 
ble loss in the schoolroom, is often due to overeating, impoverishment, 
vitiated and overbeated atmosphere, misfits in desks, and many other 
causes whose remedies are to some extent within the grasp of the teacher." 

“In order to attain the highest possible maximum of mental efficiency, 
with the greatest economy of effort, provide working periods with more 
frequent rest periods, and thus secure, through this power of the mind to 
recuperate rapidly, an almost coutinuous high state of mental vigor .... 
The mind, instead of being, as we supposed, like the old fashioned sensi- 
tized plate of the photographer, which required a long exposure, is, after 
all, more like the highly sensitized plate of the snap shot camera. Not 
long exposure. but right conditions, such as proper foundations, close at- 
tention, profound interest—these determine the vividness ofthe mental 
picture, its permanency, and the degree of strength gained. We need, 
especially in the lower grades, to bring in these more frequent rest or ex- 
ercise periods, believing that the increments of power guined from mental 
activity will not be dissipated through such slight interruptions, and that 
efficiency of public-school work will be greatly increased as well as re- 
lieved of much of its present drudgery.” 

“The daily program should be so arranged as to bring out the strongest 
p ‘ssible contrasts and, for the lower grades, frequent changes in subjects. 
Music, drawing, and physical culture should be sandwiched in between 
the more difficult studies.” 

* Not simply should strong contrasts be sought in arranging the daily 
program, but there should be careful study made so as to arrange subjecis 
with reference to the hours when each can be pursued to bestadvantage."' 
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“Pupils waste an enormous amount of energy in their misguided efforts 
to master a subject. The need of training pupils.how to study, how to 
center every energy upon the task in band, is not yet sufficiently. appre- 
ciated by teachers.” 

“The study of interest—how to utilize it more fully in school work— 
. has in the last decade banished much of the weariness and drudgery from 
the schoolroom, and its advantages and helpfulness in this direction are 
yet far from being exhausted. The reason why interest is such an impor- 
tant factor in relieving from fatigue lies in the well-known fact that the 
greater the interest in a subject, the less the effort of will to hold the at- 
tention to thatsubject. The conscious exercise of willis always fatiguing, 
and especially so when the subject under consideration is distasteful.” 

"When the pupil has a serious dislike for a subject of study, or for the 
uninteresting mauner of presenting it, or a feeling of antagonism has, un- 
fortunately, sprung up between him and his teacher, what a serious mis- 
take to conclude that, because there is but little outward manifestation, 
there is therefore no severe tension or cause for weariness. These dislikes, 
these antagonisms, these undercurrents of feeling sap energies which 
should be utilized in fruitful school work.” 

“I plead guilty to the charge of being one of those city superintendents 
who thought it wise, because of the danger from excessive. exercise and 
exposure, but chiefly because of the moral contamination possible during 
the outdoor recess, to cut off such recess in the upper grades; but I have 
been soundly converted. I have instructed my teachers to return to the 
outdoor recess, and to avoid its former excesses and moral contamination, 
as well as securing more of its recuperative and educative influence, by 
participating freely in. and in part supervising, the children's games on 
the school ground. I hold th at its educative, as well as its recuperative 
and its health, side is of such value that we should utilize it as an impor- 
nant factor in the children's education." 

“To sum up: Fatigue in the schoolroom may be largely decreased, if 
not: reduced to the minimum, by more frequent use of rest periods; by 
arranging stronger contrasts in the daily program, as well as securing a 
wiser adjustment of difficult subjects to the best. working hours; by pa- 
tient and wise training of pupils into better habits of study; by a better 
utilization of the doctrine of interest; by lessening nervous tension in the 
schoolroom; and by wise use of play under supervision." 


DETENTION OF PUPILS OUT OF SCHOOL HOURS. 


The attention of the Committee has been at various Limes 
given to the matter of detaining pupils after school for minor 
offenses and for unsatisfactory lessons. Two or three years ago 
it was informally agreed that pupils should not under ordinary 
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circumstances be detained at the noon intermission, and that it 
was in general undesirable to detain them frequently or for 
more than fifteen or twenty minutes at the close of school in the 
afternoon. It was assumed that they would ordinarily be al- 
lowed their freedom at recess. ‘This judgment of the Committee 
was communicated to the teachers by the Superintendent. At 
various times parents have called attention to what seemed to 
them excessive detention of pupils. 

Beginning last May, I asked each teacher to report the num- 
ber of eases of detention of pupils for discipline and for lessons, 
at noon and in the afternoon, and whether for discipline or les- 
sons. These reports were continued for the remaining months 
of the year. They. show great diversity in the practice of de- 
tention in different schools, and by different teachers in the 
same school. | 

Tt does not seem best to make publie the record of particular 
schools or teachers. The greatest number of detentions was not 
in the largest schools. Of the three schools showing the largest 
number for the six months, one had 1406, another 1782, and an- 
other 2806. Inclosing in marks of parenthesis the number of 
detentions for more than 15 minutes, it appears that of the 1406, 
there were at noon one for discipline and 55 for lessons, and in 
the afternoon 611 (150) for discipline and 739 (217) for lessons. 
Of the 1782, there were at noon 94 (4) for discipline and 187 
(22) for lessons, and in the afternoon 910 (192) for discipline 
and 591 (123) for lessons. Of the 2806, there were at noon 123 
(17) for discipline and 244 (36) for lessons, and in the afternoon 
369 (133) for discipline and 2070 (1288) for lessons. It should 
be remembered that the numbers given are for the three schools 
having the largest number of cases, and that these numbers are 
considerably larger in proportion than are reported for most of 
our schools. 

On the blanks used in making the reports, it was stated that 
*the School Committee has expressed disapproval of the habit- 
ual detention of pupils, especially at noon or later than 
4.30 p. m." | 

Of the 5994 cases given above, 2108 were for discipline and 
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3886 for lessons. This indicates earnestness on the part of the 
teachers in requiring careful work of their pupils. The aggre- 
gate numbers look extremely large, but the 2806 cases are about 
26 a day, or if evenly distributed among the rooms of an ordin- 
ary school three or four pupils in a room each day. The num- 
bers, however, are not at all constant, but sometimes more and 
sometimes less are detained. It is also true that certain teachers 
are more given to detentions than others are. In a few rooms 
an average of seven or eight cases a day were reported. 

On general principles it seems desirable to diminish the cases 
of detention as much as is consistent with good order and good 
work. The child who studies faithfully during the school ses- 
sions and fails to perform the tasks assigned might ordinarily 
better fail to pass into the next grade than remain at the school 
every day for additional work. After his energy is exhausted, 
his further efforts count less for his improvement than the 
same time spent iri hearty and hopeful recreation. 'l'he same is 
true of pupils who have a standing high enough to practically 
demonstrate their faithfulness and ability and assure their pro- 
motion. But there are in most schools a few pupils who neglect 
their work during school hours and who will escape work alto- 
gether if they are not detained until they do it properly. Par- 
ents expect, and justly, that teachers will require children to 
give due and faitbful attention to their studies. Some teachers 
ean secure this more easilv than others, but few teachers are so 
strong that they can secure either satisfactory work or uniformly 
good order from all pupils without coercion of some sort. What 
are the teachers to do? We discourage corpore] punishment, ana 
the number of punishments are diminishing vearly. We must 
not take away every means of compulsion. In my judgment, 
several of our teachers may wisely ask themselves whether they 
are not doing more harm than good by somuch detention as their 
reports show, and whether they are as careful as they ought to 
be to exeuse pupils who have already used their strength. On 
the other hand, it seems to me that this is a matter which ought 
to remain at the option of the individual teacher, subject of 
course to the proper and careful exercise of sound discretion. 
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ARITHMETIC. 


As a means of conforming the work of the grades more close- 
ly to the lines laid down in the course of study, and to provide 
convenient material for reviews, I asked the teachers of grades 
IV., V., and VI. to send me the questions prepared by them and 
used in their tests in recent years. Those for the fifth and sixth 
grades were carefully arranged and edited. In some cases the 
questions were modified to conform more closely to the require- 
ments of the course, or to render them more practical, and some 
questions were added in subjects not sufficiently covered by the 
tests for class purposes. Variations in expressing fractions, in 
abbreviations, etc., were used as a means of making pupils fa- 
miliar with the different forms they are likely to meet. The 750 
questions for grade V. were printed in pamphlet form together 
with the course of study for that grade. The questions for grade 
VI. were 150 in number and were printed with the course of 
study for the grade in the same form. These pamphlets have 
seemed to be very acceptable to the teachers and very conven- 
ient for the pupils. In addition to their primary object, that of 
guiding the work of the grades and saving labor in preparing 
and copying work, they have been very convenient for the use of 
pupils who desired to do the work of the grade independently 
or to make up deficiencies. 

The Committee voted to adopt Nichols s Graded Lessons in 
Arithmetic for such use as seemed desirable. This vote was 
interpreted to allow the introduction of the books of this series 
at the option of each teacher, it being understood that whatever 
books are used they are to be regarded simply as a convenience 
in following the outline of the course of study, but not to deter- 
mine the work to be accomplished. They have been very large- 
ly substituted for the books previously in use. Our aim in this 
subject as in every other subject has been to secure intelligent 
and independent work on the part of the pupils based on the 
facts to be dealt with rather than with any set of rules or 
formulas. 

As a result of some of our teachers’ meetings and the general 
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consensus of opinion and endeavor, more attention has been 
given to mental work than in previous years, and this work has 
been of a more searching and vital character. I think it has been 
fully demonstrated that within any reasonable limits the time 
and effort devoted to mental exercises contribute more to an un- 
derstanding of arithmetic and ability to use it than the time 
and energy devoted to written work. I hope that the proportion 
of mental work may be increased. 


READING. 


The work in reading has followed in the main the lines of 
previous years. I believe that our pupils are gaining year by 
year in their ability to read understandingly and correctly stand- 
ard works of literature. Most of our teachers are not content 
with the superficial following of words, but take pains to dis- 
cuss the ideas involved and to develop in the minds of the pu- 
pils vivid impressions of the thoughts and pictures which the 
words are intended to convey. The chief difficulty seems to be 
to overcome the glibness and thoughtlessness with which the 
pupils are disposed to render the exercises. It seems to be al- 
most forgotten sometimes that the object of oral reading is to 
convey to others the ideas and emotions and pictures in what is 
read, and not simply that the reader shall make them his own. 
The practice of having pupils learn and recite choice passages 
from the authors studied and from other sources is growing and 
is to be much commended. In some cases each pupil learns and 
renders an independent passage; in other cases an extended se- 
lection, “Sir Launfal” for instance, is divided among the pupils, 
each pupil learning a portion of moderate length. These re- 
cited consecutively give the whole selection to all the pupils with 
all the intelligence and effect that comes from the careful study 
of his part by each pupil. I think it is more and more apparent 
that the sequence of reading matter in our several grades is. 
tending to strengthen the work of each succeeding year. There 
is plenty of room for improvement, but much has been gained . 
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We hope that we are making progress in spelling, but the field 
for improvement is open. From what I see of the written work 
of our pupils, T feel that there is at least a reasonable degree of 
correctness in their ordinary work. At the same time I hope for 
considerably better results in this direction. During the year I 
have had occasion to see considerable of the spelling done by 
pupils in other places. I have no reason to believe that the lam- 
entable deficiencies which several such pupils have shown 
ean be duplicated by the same number of pupils in correspond- 
ing grades who have been trained in the schools of this city. 


LANGUAGE. 


We aim to secure as a basis of language work vital thought 
and free expression upon subjects within the comprehension of 
the children and of interest to them. With this goes careful 
training in the laws, usages, and proprieties of correct speech 
and accurate writing. I have been much impressed by the fa- 
miliarity with the laws and usages of language shown by our 
pupils. The main difficulty seems to be not so much to secure 
a knowledge of the requisites of correct speech and writing as 
to secure the invariable use of the knowledge possessed. It is 
seldom that I find our pupils ignorant of the laws and usages 
which they have violated. When they are confronted by crit- 
icism, they almost invariably tell what should be done, but plead 
forgetfulness as the cause of their errors. It is common for our 
teachers to say that it is nov for the want of telling and repeti- 
tion on their part that mistakes of this nature occur. They seem 
due to a lack of care on the part of the pupils and a lack of 
rigid and invariable insistence on the part of the teachers. 
Teachers and pupils must realize that invariable care is neces- 
sary to good work in this subject, which is mostly a study of 
details. 


INFORMATION AND CULTURE. 


During the year our outline for Information and Culture has 
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been carefully revised. While it follows in general the order of 
subjects and detailed topies of the previous outline, some de- 
sirable changes have been made. After considerable consulta- 
tion with Mr. Denison, our supervisor of drawing, and also 
with the agent of the State Board, it was deemed feasible and 
in the line of recent progress in nature study and in drawing 
to base the work in drawing for the first and second years on 
the work in Information and Culture. Under this arrangement 
the pupils first study and discuss the subjects laid down in the 
Information and Culture outline, and then draw such objects 
included in the previous study as may be suitable for the pur- 
pose. So far as objects are available for their observation and 
study, they are expected to use them. Mr. Denison has prepared 
for blackboard illustrations and as examples for the pupils sim- 
ple drawings illustrating subjects studied. 'l'hese are copied by 
the pupils as a part of their work. They are also encouraged to 
make drawings of their own design to illustrate their ideas of the 
subjects and scenes found in the Information and Culture work, 
in their reading, and in stories read to them. By this arrange- 
ment the period allotted to the Information and Culture work 
and the period allotted to the drawing are used for the common 
subject so as to give a double set of studies on the topics includ- 
ed in the outline. 

It 1s the testimony of our teachers that this combination has 
increased the interest of the pupils both in the Information and 
Culture and in the drawing, and their exercises show increasing 
power and skill. We have much confidence that the plan is a dis- 
tinet improvement upon the former arrangement. We believe 
that upon the foundation thus laid future work can be based 
with great advantage. In the fourth year the topics relating to 
the development of character and conduct have been put in 
more distinct and tangible form. In the eighth grade a distinct 
and specific outline has been set forth in place of the use of 
Bert’s “First Steps in Scientific Knowledge." 


GEOGRAPHY. 


l'or sometime the teachers of Grade IV. have felt that the es- 
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sentials of our study of the Geography of Pittsfield and Berk- 
shire County could be touched upon in the first half of the year, 
and that the remainder of the year could be profitably devoted 
to an introduction to the geography of the world at large. At 
the same time several of the teachers of Grades V. and VI. have 
felt the need of more ample materials for the work of those 
grades. It is also true that recent progress in methods and plans 
of study in geography have changed the selection of topics in 
the direction of more attention to the physical aspects of differ- 
ent countries and the phenomena of nature. The modern scope 
of geography includes in elementary form a considerable part 
of what has been formerly distinguished as Physical Geography, 
Meteorology, and several allied sciences. This treatment of the 
subject forms also a natural sequence to the Information and 
Culture work of the first, second, and third grades, and leads 
naturally to the Information and Culture subjects of the follow- 
ing grades. | 

In view of these considerations and to meet these conditions it 
was decided to revise the course in geography in the fourth, fifth, 
and sixth years. As a help to the study of local geography, Van 
DeCarr's pictorial plan of Pittsfield has been purchased for most 
of our schools. This very happily shows the relation of a map to 
the region which it represents'and increases the interest of the 
pupils and the profit which they derive. For the work of the 
second half of the fourth year the Committee voted to adopt 
the Rand-McNally Elementary Geography which is to be used as 
a basis for a general survey of the geography of the world much 
in the manner of the Information and Culture work. It is not 
expected that this view will take the form of a drill upon the 
topies covered but rather an informal and pleasant survey of the 
geographical features of the world. The Rand-McNally Gram- 
=- mar School Geography was also adopted by the Committee for 
use in Grades V. and VI. While these grades are expected to 
make a more systematic and detailed study of geographical facts 
and various countries, it is not expected that they will exhaust 
the topies covered or that the pupils will be thrown entirely 
upon their own resources in the preparation of lessons. It is ex- 
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pected that the lessons will be read and discussed by pupils and 
teachers in a more or less informal conference to which the pu- 
pils and teachers will contribute their own experiences and in- 
terpretations of nature in connection with the topies discussed 
in the text-book. It is expected that they will work more and 
more independently. 

These changes involve additional requirements and the treat- 
ment of the subject from a new standpoint. Some difficulty was 
experienced by some of our teachers in making the departure, 
and .we were also somewhat hindered at the beginning of the fall 
term, by an unexpected delay in the receipt of the new books. 
It was thought best to. diminish to some extent the field cov- 
ered in the fifth grade, at least for the present year and to allow 
the use of the elementary book in the fifth grade until February, 
when tbis book will be required for Grade IV. By these adjust- 
ments it is hoped that the change will be brought about with- 
out special inconvenience to pupils or teachers. A number of our 
teachers have, however, preferred to use the larger book from 
the beginning. The pupils have seemed to manifest an increased 
interest in the subject and to relish the increased demands upon 
their powers. It seems evident that they are doing more think- 
ing than heretofore. 

The study of the Geography of History and Literature in 
Grade IX. has been no less satisfactory than in previous years, 
and has done much to widen the intellectual horizon of the pu- 
pils and fit them to appreciate and enjoy the world's treasures 
of history, literature, and art. The materials for study culled 
from various sources and arranged by Principal Bennett and 
Miss Manning of the Linden Street School, and at my request 
copied by them for the use of the pupils of the grade, have been 
found convenient and helpful. 


PENMANSHIP. 


At the beginning of the fall term Barnes’s National Vertical 
Penmanship was adopted for use in the first five grades. While 
slant copy books have been furnished in past vears, it has been 
recommended and expected that the pupils would follow a mod-

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ified slant more nearly vertical than the copics represent, and as 
the vertical system is likely to be introduced ın the other grades 
in the future teachers have been recommended to use in the 
grades above the fifth a small degree of slant, altho without 
changing the general characteristics of the hand the pupils have 
alreadv formed. 

In the introduction of the vertical system we have been very 
materiallv aided by Mr. J. C. Moody of Springfield, who has 
twice addressed our teachers upon the subject. 1 think that the 
introduction of the vertical system in these grades has been 
cordially welcomed by the teachers, and they have manifested 
great interest in securing the best results. I have no doubt that 
the infiuence of the verticai system upon the writing in our 
schools has been beneficial especially in securing more distinct 
letter forms and stronger lines. These benefits have extended 
also to the grades which have been using the modified slant. 

As some indication of the results secured in penmanship, the 
accompanying samples of pupils’ work are presented. They 
were taken from papers in a recent general test. Neither the 
pupils nor I supposed at the time the papers were prepared that 
they were to be used for this purpose. They consequently 
represent the everyday work of the pupils without any thought 
of exhibition. 


MUSIC AND DRAWING. 


Supervisor Smith recommends that a more ample collection of 
exercises and songs be provided for the third grade in place of 
the collection of exercises now in use. He is of the opinion that 
the pupils in that grade are more advanced than in the previous 
years, and are able to undertake stronger work than they have 
had heretofore. I concur with him in this opinion and recom- 
mend the adoption of such a collection. Mr. Smith is holding a 
series of teachers’ meetings for the study of the science and art 
of music. He begins with the rudiments and makes a review for 
the primary purpose of securing the most thoro knowledge of 
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the subject and assisting all teachers who attend the class in 
making the best preparation for their work. It is believed that 
these meetings will be of great assistance to the teachers and 
helpful in improving the quality of our work in this subject. 
Our teachers seem to manifest an increased interest in music, 
and the results secured seem to be increasingly satisfactory. It 
is Mr. Smith’s judgment that the several grades are nearly, if 
not quite, a year in advance of what they were a few years ago. 
It is hoped that the present year may show a distinct advance 
in the results secured. 

The revision of our work in drawing in the first and second 
grades has already been referred to in connection with the In- 
formation and Culture. The same spirit adapted to the growing 
powers of the pupils has been extended thruout the several 
grades. As a means of providing models for grade work and also 
as suitable exercises for the pupils, Supervisor Denison has add- 
ed clay modeling to the work of the High School. Mr. Denison 
has great confidence in the outlook for the drawing in oun 
schools and our teachers seem to be thoroly interested. 


" GRAMMAR SCHOOL GRADUATION. 


The ninth grade pupils of our Grammar Schools united in the 
closing exercises held at the High School auditorium at 7.30 p. 
m., Tuesday, June 27, 1899. Admission was by ticket and the 
hall was well filled by a representative audience composed of the 
School Committee, city officials, parents of the children, and 
other citizens. The exercises had been carefully prepared by 
the pupils and their teachers, and were rendered in a manner 
highly satisafctory to all present. As in previous years, the exer- 
cises were based upon subjects studied during the Grammar 
School course. This made the exercises and whatéver extra at- 
tention had been given to them a natural and appropriate out- 
come and extension of the regular school work. The program 
of exercises was as follows:

The teachers were as follows:—At Russcli’s, Mr. William L. 
Root, Prin., Mrs. M. T. Hemming, and Mr. Michael Leahy, as- 
sistants; at Center, Miss Margaret E. Kearney and Miss Alice 
E. Curtin; at Stearnsville, Miss Helena J. Jordan and Mr. Ar- 
thur A. Jordan. The schools opened October 24. The school 
at Russell’s closed January 20, those at Center and Stearnsville 
closed February 17. The evening drawing school was in charge 
of Mr. George H. Denison. It began October 24, and closed 
February 20. The average attendance at Russell’s was some- 
what less than for the previous year, at the Center and at 
Stearnsville it was larger. There was also a larger attendance at 
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the evening drawing school. The'combined attendance of the : 
three schools and the drawing school was larger than in the pre- 
ceding year. | 

The evening schools for ihe present school year opened on 
Nov. 9, at Russells, Center, and Stearnsville, the evening draw- `` 
ing school having its first session Nov. 13. While the attend- 
ance has not been very large, the schools have been conducted 
with more than usual suecess. Excellent order has prevailed, 
and it is believed that those who have attended with reasonable 
regularity have received much benefit. As was mentioned in- 
my last report, the number of illiterate minors in our city who 
ean be required to attend an evening school is very limited. .A . 
circular letter sent out to thirteen leading employers of labor in 
the city calling attention to the list of illiterate minors, which 
the law requires them to return to the Superintendent of 
Schools, has not brought in the name of a single illiterate minor. 
As there is a penalty for the illegal employment of such illit- ` 
erates, it is assumed that there are none employed in this city 
who are not regularly attending an evening school. 

It seems more and more evident that in this city the mission 
of evening schools of the usual type is limited. On February 7, 
1899, I began making a record of the grades in which: pupils 
who were granted certificates belonged. Since that time the 
number of certificates granted to those in the several grades has 
been as follows: Grade IL, 2; Grade IIL, 9; Grade IV., 19; 
Grade V., 33; Grade VI., 41; Grade VII., 45; Grade VIII., 30; 
Grade IX, 16; High, 3. 


HIGH SCHOOL. "La. 


The most notable change in the work of the High School 
during the year has been the introduction of a business course. 
This was decided upon after considerable investigation and -cor- | 
respondence. It was thought desirable to make the school more 
helpful to those wishing to fit themselves for a business career. 
We are striving to secure a maximum of results. with 
a minimum of the “machinery” sometimes accompanying 
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such. studies We have eight typewriters in use. We 
have selected a variety of machines representing both dou- 
ble and single keyboards. The work is divided among our regu- 
lar High School teachers. We have had for sometime instruction 
in stenography and bookkeeping, so that our present course is 
rather an enlargement of our facilities than an entirely new de- 
parture. 

The provisions relating to the course, as adopted by the 
School Committee at the beginning of the fall term, are as fol- 
lows: 

“First Year: Bookkeeping, Commercial Geography, Short- 
hand, 'Tvpewriting, and English. 

Second Year: Bookkeeping (including actual business, bank- 
ing, ete), Commercial Arithmetic, Commercial Law, Corres- 
pondence, Shorthand, Typewriting, and English. 

During the first year, at least five hours of additional work 
must be elected from the existing courses of study; and during 
the second year at least two hours must be elected from existing 
courses. During the first year the electives must be from the 
First Year Courses. During the second year they may be from 
the course of either the First or Second Year. 

To those who complete this two years’ course satisfactorily a 
certificate will be given. This course will be accepted as equiva- 
lent to the work now required in the first and second years. 
Upon completing the work of the third and fourth years, the 
regular diploma of the school will be conferred." 

The school is so well provided with laboratory facilities that it 
seems unfortunate that our classes should not have the advan- 
tages of full laboratory work, now expected of first class high 
schools. It has heretofore been felt by the Principal and teachers 
that the time required for laboratory practice was greater than 
the teaching force of the school permitted. 5y the employment 
of Mr. Cole on full time, instead of part time as heretofore, the 
school now has eight regular teachers besides the teacher of ` 
French and the special teachers of Music and Drawing. It is 
hoped that some re-arrangement may be practicable by means of 
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which the school may give its pupils the laboratory practice de- 
sired. l 

The lunch counter has continued to be successful and has 
been a great convenience to many of the pupils, not only of the 
High School, but of the grammar grades in the building. 

We have added to the library a set of Chambers’s Encyclo- 
paedia and the Encyclopaedia Britannica. We have also purchas- 
ed a skeleton for the use of classes in physiology. 

For further particulars and suggestions regarding the work 
of the school, for the program of exercises, and the names of the 
graduates, your attention is asked to the special report of Prin- 
cipal Byram. 

TRAINING SCHOOL. 


Wednesday, December 13, 1899, the class of six admitted to 
the Training School at the beginning of the year was graduated. 
The exercises consisted of lessons and essays by the graduates 
and recitations and music by the pupils of the school. The di- 
plomas were presented on behalf of the School Committee by 
Dr. William M. Mercer with an appropriate address. 

-\s a result of the examinations held at the beginning of the 
fall term five of the candidates were adinitted, four of whom are 
now in attendance. The standard for admission hitherto re- 
quired has been maintained. While it has been found that a 
considerable proportion of the candidates are unable to meet 
these requirements, I have no hesitation as to the necessity of 
maintaining this standard for admission. 

It would seem that pupils who have passed thru our schools 
and graduated from our High School ought to be able to meet 
these requirements, especially after the opportunity for review 
afforded by.the summer vacation. But it is quite conceivable 
that numerous pupils in our schools ought to be allowed the 
privileges of High School attendance and even graduation who 
have not the mental powers or other qualifications which ought 
to be demanded of those to whom the education of our children 
is cominitted. However this may be, and however much a better 
acquaintance with the common branches is to be desired and in- 
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si sted upon in the graduates of our schools, it should be remem- 
bered that those who have been trained in the schools of Pitts- 
fi eld have compared very favorably indeed with most of the can- 
aidates educated elsewhere who have entered our examinations. 
ryhat the question is not a new one is shown by the following 
extract from the Report of the School Committee for 1888-1889: 
<<The same evil appeared when candidates for positions as. 
teachers were examined. The questions given were very ele- 
mentary, but were so framed as to test the candidates knowl- 
edge of principles and reasons, rather than memory of words, or 
faculty of mechanical execution. Only six out of 18 passed the 
test in a satisfactory manner.” 

In this connection the Secretary of the State Board of Educa- 
tion in the sixty-third report, presented to the Legislature Jan- 
vaary 17, 1900, gives the following as ideals of the aims, the 
needs, and the spirit of the Massachusetts school idea: 

eel Education is more than an individual, family or school 
district interest,—it concerns the town and the State. 

2. The schools do not exist to furnish places for the relatives 
and friends of the appointing power or for the residents of the 
locality,—they exist for the welfare of the children and the 
community. 


3. The supreme need of any school is that of a thoroly com- 
petent and wise teacher. 


4. No pains should be spared by the State to train teachers 
for their responsible work." 

That these ideals are in accordance with the present atti- 
tude of the representative educators of the State is shown by 
the fact that the last meeting of the State Superintendents’ As- 
sociation and the meeting of the State Teachers’ Association 
passed resolutions demanding more care in the examination of 
teachers paid wholly or in part by State funds. The watchword 
of the hour is better teaching thru higher ability and better 
qualifications for the teachers’ profession.

Among the most interesting and profitable meetings of the 
year were those held in the winter term for the illustration of 
grade work by the teachers of the first six grades. That. for 
Grades I. and JI. was held at the Briggs School, at which Miss 
Mary A. Synan and Miss Mary A. Murphy gave class exercises 
with their pupils to illustrate work in Number and Primary 
Reading. That for. Grades III. and IV. was held at the Center 
Intermediate School, work in Language and Intermediate Read- 
ing being illustrated by Miss Holden and Miss Dillon, of the 
Training School, with their classes. That for frades V. and VI. 
wax held at the Center Intermediate, where Miss Brennan gave 
class exercises with her pupils to illustrate work in Geography 
and Mental Arithmetic. Other general, grade, and Principals’ 
mectings for conference concerning special subjects have been 
held as circumstances have seemed to require and as opportunity 
has offered. | 

The meetings have seemed to be profitable and appreciated. 
While teachers ought not to be called at all times and seasons to 
perfunctory meetings, they are entitled to the mutual sugges- 
tion and enlarged horizon which well conducted teachers' meet- 
ings imply: and they may properlv be expected to avail them- 
selves of the opportunities thus afforded. . |

We have made a beginning in providing illustrated lectures 
for the pupils and the public, and we hope later to develop this 
plan more fully.

Mr. Byram of the High School has kindly undertaken the 
management of the lantern, and we are under obligations to Dr. 

An effort was made 
early in the year to induce the State Board of Education to pur- 
chase sets of lantern slides suitable for this use to be loaned to 
the sehools of the Commonwealth, as is done in New York and 
some other States. The State Board did not, however, see its 
way clear to take such action. It is hoped that in due time 
some such plan may be followed. In the meantime we hope to 
extend this work by means of such materials as may be within 
our reach, and the assistance which the friends of our schools 
may find themselves able to give.

THE WILLIAM B. RICE SCHOOL. 


At its regular meeting June 1,'99,the School Committee unan- 
imously voted that after the close of the term ending June 30, 
the school previously known as the Morningside School should 
be called the William B. Rice School. and that the Chairman of 
the Committee should formally announce this action to the 
school on the last day of the term. At that time the school was 
assembled in the hall on the second floor, several members of 
the School Committee and others interested in our schools 
being present. Hon. Joseph Tucker, as chairman of the Com- 
mittee, made an appropriate address explaining to the pupils the 
reason for changing the name of the school and expressing in a 
felicitious manner his high appreciation of the life and labors 
of Mr. Rice both in his connection with our public schools and 
as a citizen of Pittsfield, and formally naming.the school in ac- 
cordance with the vote of the Committee. Other brief ad- 
dresses were made by Mr. William Nugent, Secretary of the 
Committee; by Mr. J. M. Linnehan, also a member of the Com- 
mitte; by Miss Clara. E. Rogers, Principal of the school; and by 
the Superintendent. Appropriate music was rendered by the 
pupils under the direction of their teachers, and the whole occa- 
sion was one long to be remembered by those present. The 
great respect and sincere affection with which Mr. Rice is re- 
garded by both young and old made the occasion one of deep 
interest and far more than a mere formality. | 

When the teachers and pupils entered the school on the 
morning of the first Monday in December, they were greaily 
surprised and delighted to find'in each of the class rooms and 
in the hall a large and beautiful picture selected with special ref- 
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erence to the grade by which the room is usually occupied, 
handsomely framed and so hung as to give the best effect upon 
the appearance of the room.

While they have been carefully selected with reference 
to their educational value as well as their artistic qualities and 
can not fail to have an influence upon the understanding and 
the aspirations of the pupils, perhaps their greatest value will be 
in their refining influence. This goes on day by day uncon- 
sciously hut effectively. The schoolrooms have about them a 
charm which they had not before. Something of this charm 
will insensibly mold the thoughts and the lives of the pupils. 

The appreciation and enthusiasm with which these pictures 
were received by the teachers and pupils of the school can hardly 
be better told than in the following letter which was prepared 
and sent to Mr. Rice by all the teachers and pupils of the school:

The teachers and pupils as well as many of the patrons desire 
that there shall be added to the school’s treasures a suitable 
portrait of Mr. Rice, and it is to be hoped that at no distant 
day this wish may be carried into effect. 


BANDS OF MERCY. 


The School Committee voted to allow the official organizer of 
the American Humane Education Society to enroll the public 
schools of Pittsfield into Bands of Mercy. In accordance with 
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this vote, Mr. Adoniram J. Leach, agent of the Society, visited 
our schools during the month of October for this purpose. Mr. 
Leach addressed the pupils by rooms, or, where more convenient, 
in larger companies, explaining the objects of the Society and 
endeavoring to inculcate ideas of kindness and justice. Much 
interest was manifested by teachers and pupils, and an effort 
has been made to continue the good work so well begun. "The 
field is a large and worthy one, and I sincerely hope. that the 
plans thus inaugurated may be followed out with enthusiasm 
and increasing success. 


INDIVIDUAL DRINKING CUFS. 


At the suggestion of the Board of Health and in the line of 
what has been previously done to diminish the spread of conta- 
gious diseases in the schools, the pupils have been advised to 
provide themselves with individual drinking cups to be kept in 
their own possession and used when necessary instead of the 
cups provided for general use. Many of the pupils have fol- 
lowed this suggestion, and it is to be hoped that the others will 
do the same. The indiscriminate drinking formerly so com- 
mon, and in most cases from the mere force of habit, may under 
ordinary circumstances very wisely be avoided by the pupils. 
Whether from these precautions or from the more careful dis- 
infection of the last two or three vears or from other causes, 
we seem to have had fewer cases of contagious diseases than in 
the past. 


II. 
ATTENDANCE. 


In accordance with the recommendations of the State Board 
of Education, the statistics of attendance upon which this report 
is based cover the school year from September, 1898, to June. 
1899. This period covers the fall term of 1898, which was also 
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covered by the statistical report for last year. The enrolment 
shows an apparent decrease of 131, but this is due to the fact 
that the enrolment here reported covers oniy the period from 
January to June, 1899, while that for last year covers the pe- 
riod from January to December. In the average membership 
there was an increase of 98, and in the average attendance an 
increase of 82. The increase in days of absence, cases of tardi- 
ness, and cases of truancy slightly exceeded in proportion the 
increase in attendance; but was offset by a gratifying increase 
in the number perfect in attendance for the year, for two terms, 
and for one term. The per cent. of attendance was a little lower 
than for 1898, but higher than for any previous year except 
1893. There was a decrease of 75 in the number of cases of 
corporal punishment. 

The opening of St. Joseph’s Parochial School in September 
affected the public school attendance for the fall term. The 
statistics for next year will furnish the materials for an inter- 
esting comparison. It is apparent already that the decrease in 
numbers in our schools has improved the conditions under 
which our work is done and makes it possible to secure better 
results. For the first time in many years, and probably for 
the first time in their history, most of our schools have about 
the number of pupils generally regarded as favorable to the best 
work. The following table shows the average membership of 
our large schools for the last statistical year and the member- 
ship at the close of the last term, also the average number of 
pupils to a teacher in each case.

From the above it appears that the attendance for January 
and February was the poorest for the five years, that for March 
it was lower than the average, that for December it was better 
than the average, and that f r each of the six intervening 
months it was the best that the record shows. 


CENSUS. 


The change of date of the school census froin May to Septem- 
ber, in accordance with Chapter 496 of the Acts of 1898, made 
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it necessary to relieve the Truant Officer of this duty, which his 
acquaintance with the children of the city and his experience in 
this work specially fitted him to perform. So far as this city 
is concerned, the change has been unfavora^!e to a satisfactory 
enumeration, and has involved additional expense. While the 
census as finallv reported was accepted by the Committee and 
must form the basis of official statistics, it should be generaily 
understood that calculations based upon it are not beyond 
question. 
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III. 
SCHOOL PROPERTY. 


GENERAL REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS. 


The ordinary repairs on school buildings and furniture and 
the minor repairs and improvements required to keep the school 
premises in satisfactory condition have, as usual, required con- 
stant attention. They have been more numerous and expensive 
than was expected at the beginning of the year. One would sup- 
pose that with so many buildings comparatively new and pre- 
sumably well built the expense for ordinarv repairs would be 
very little. Nevertheless, it should be remembered that our new 
buildings have increased our school accommodations about one- 
fourth, so that additional repairs are to be expected on that ac- 
count; that they are equipped with various devices supposed to 
be desirable which are easily deranged and expensive to re- 
pair; and that the ideal of what constitutes the satisfactory 
condition of a school building has been raised very considerably 
during recent years. I think it is safe to say that, excepting 
repairs absolutely necessary to use, our buildings, grounds, and 
general equipment could be entirely neglected for several years 
without falling below the standard which was tolerated a few 
years ago. It is to be hoped that no one would regard such 
neglect a8 economical. 

Repairs and improvements out of the ordinary have been 
made as follows: 

High School.— The cement floors of the basement have been 
coated with concrete: the basement walls have been whitened, 
and harder concrete has been substituted in portions of the 
driveways where it was found necessary. ‘The electric lights 
placed on the grounds and in the vicinity by the Board of 
Public Works have contributed greatly to the convenience of . 
those who have occasion to use the building in the evening. 
The flagpole, splintered by lightning during the summer, has 
been replaced at the expense of the Insurance Companies. 
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Center Intermediate —The boiler has been repaired and pro- 
vided with safety plug. | 

Linden Street. —lhe sanitaries have been repaired. In the 
northeast and northwest rooms on the first floor, occupied by 
the youngest pupils, the blackboards have been lowered to con- 
form to those in the primary rooms of our newer buildings. 
This is an improvement long needed, and should be followed 
by a smilar change in other rooms occupied by very small chil- 
dren. A portion of the basement floor very much worn has re- 
ceived a thin coating of concrete. Much trouble has arisen 
from leaks in the roof of this building and further efforts have 
been made to remedy the diffieulty, but the results have not 
yet been tested. The flagpole has been removed from the roof 
and a new pole has been raised from the playground near the 
northwest corner of the building. 

Orchard Street! —' he boilers have been provided with safety 
plugs and otherwise repaired. 

Training School.—Some repairs have been made in the 
plumbing; the closets have been painted and kalsomined; and 
the upper and lower halls have been kalsomined, so that the 
appearance of the interior of the building is greatly improved. 

William B. Rice.—'The blackboards in the two south rooms. 
on the first floor have been lowered as at Linden Street; new 
shades have been provided for the windows in place of the form- 
er screens, which had become unsatisfactory; the gutters have 
been repaired; and the chimneys have been stayed so as to pre- 
vent any further apprehension from the swaying which had been 
noticed. Upon the renaming of the school, an appropriate gran- 
ite slab bearing its present name was placed on the east front, 
where it forms an attractive feature of the facade. 

Fenn Street.—The cement floors of the basement have been 
greatly improved by a coating of concrete, as at the High School. 
The boiler has been provided witb a safety plug and a shaking 
grate. Since the fourth and fifth grades have been removed 
from ihis building to make room for the pupils previously at- 
tending the Silver Lake School the seats on the second floor 
have been too large for some of the pupils. This difficulty has. 
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been remedied, at least to a great extent, by the purchase of 
Heywood and Wakefleld Co. adjustable desks for the southwest 
room on that floor and the use of the small desks thus released in 
the three rooms occupied by the larger pupils. At the same 
time the position of the desks in the southeast and northwest 
rooms has been changed so as to conform to the accepted prin- 
ciples of lighting. The larger desks released by these changes 
have been taken to the Pontoosuc School, where they have made 
it possible to discard a number of worn out double desks and 
make a desirable rearrangement of the furniture. 

Redfield.—The boilers have been provided with safety plugs; 
mouldings have been placed around the baseboards in several of 
the rooms to remedy the shrinkage which had become conspicu- 
ous; screens have been placed on the basement windows for 
their protection; and storm windows have been provided for 
six northwest windows on the first and second floors. 

Solomon L. Russell, ——The cement floors in the basement have 
been coated with concrete, as at the High School and Fenn 
Street; mouldings have been placed around the baseboards, as 
at the Redfield School; the conerete walk near the northwest 
basement door has been raised and graded so as to throw the 
water away from the building; and a wire fence has been built 
around the lawn in front of the Luilding. 

Briggs.—The somewhat dangerous stone steps leading from 
the playground to the eastern entrances of the basement have 
been guarded by iron railings; a substantial wire fence has 
been built to protect the lawn; and three shade trees have been 
set on the West Street side of the building. 

Stearnsville.—'The grounds have been graded so as to throw 
the water away from the east side of the building; additional 
gravel has been placed around the foundation walls and on the 
walk leading from the street to the front entrance; and the fur- 
naces have had new firepots and new gates. 

Pontoosuc.—The boiler has been provided with a safety plug; 
a janitor’s room has been secured by laying a floor over the 
southern stairway leading to the basement; and the north room 
on the upper floor has been kalsomined. 'l'he old double desks 
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in the north room on the second floor have been discarded, and 
the room has been seated with desks from the Principal’s room, 
that room being in turn seated with larger desks transferred 
from Fenn Street. The changes rendered possible by the pur- 
chase of new desks for one room at Fenn Street have thus given 
us a very desirable improvement in six rooms in the two build- 
ings. | 

Junction. —New window shades, as at William B. Rice School. 

Tracy.—Roof shingled. 

Holmes.—Gravel walks constructed from northeast corner of 
grounds to north entrance and from southeast corner of grounds 
to south entrance. 

Morewood.--Woodshed remodeled and provided with suitable 
bins. 

Osceola.—Foundations of wing renewed. 

West Part.—Roof shingled. 

North Woods.—Window shades renewed and fuel house re- 
paired. 

Peck’s.—Gravel walks constructed from southeast and south- 
‘west corners of the grounds to the entrance. 


ONOTA STREET BUILDING. 


The Onota Street schoolhouse has been for sometime in need 
of interior repairs. Its walls were dingy and seriously cracked; 
its blackboards were uneven and too high; the furniture was 
worn-out, it was not well heated, and there was no provision for : 
ventilation; the number of pupils in its vicinity justified the 
opening of the additional schoolroom for which the building 
was designed. It was, therefore, decided to fit up the additional 
room and make necessary repairs thruout. ‘lhe City Council 
appropriated $1000 for this purpose. 

The general plan of the new room corresponds to that of the 
room already in use; there being an entrance, hallway, and clos- 
eis at the north end of the building arranged essentially like 
those at the south end. To assure sufficient light two additional 
windows have been placed on the west side of each schoolroom, 
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this being also the left sideofthe pupils as their desks are placed. 
Blackboards of suitable hight and width and occupying the 
available space have been provided. Between the two rooms ana 
next to the new central chimney, ventilating shafts have been 
constructed extending to the same hight as the chimney. Each 
room has been provided with two closets for books and mater- 
ials. Near the northwest corner of each room is placed a school- 
house heater so as to warm the air received thru cold air 
ducts entering the cellar from the west. This arrangement, with 
the ventilating shafts, makes provision for fresh air properly 
warmed. The heaters are, however, so constructed that when 
the school is not in session the air of the rooms can be kept 
at the proper temperature without the expense of warming cold 
air. The two rooms have been seated with Chandler adjustable 
chairs and desks similar to those in the High School and some 
of our new primary rooms. The teachers’ desks and tables are 
like those provided for the High School. 

Vhe exterior of the building has been changed but little, al- 
tho necessary repairs have been made. A gravel walk has 
been constructed from Onota Street to each entrance; the 
grounds have been somewhat better graded, and shade trees 
have been set along the east and south sides of the premises. 
While the attempt to combine the old and the new has re- 
‘sulted in some lack of finish, and the amount of the appropria- 
tion did not permit elaborate workmanship, the building as a 
whole is in good condition and reasonably attractive, and fur- 
nishes much improved accommodations. 


BOOKS AND SUPPLIES. 


The opening of St. Joseph’s Parochial Schcol may account in 
part for the diminished cost of books and supplies for the year- 
as compared with the preceding year, altho the decrease from 
1898 is less than the decrease from 1897 to 1898. On the other 
hand, the rise in the prices of supplies has tended to increase 
this item of expense. In the adoption of new books we have 
been fortunate in obtaining favorable exchange rates. While 
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avoiding parsimony we have endeavored to exercise special care 
both in the purchase and in the use of the materials necessary 
for satisfactory work. We have in zeneral been able to provide 
books and supplies when they were needed instead of waiting 
for the beginning of the new fiscal year to bring the required 
funds, as has sometimes been necessary. ‘The failure of the 
appropriation did, however, deprive us of some desirable ma- 
terials near the close of the vear. 

At the beginning of the fall term, the Committce adopted the 
Nichols’s Graded Lessons in Arithmetic for such use as might 
be deemed desirable; and this was interpreted to authorize the 
exchange of the books on hand for the new vooks at the option 
of each individual teacher. At the same time the Rand-Mc- 
Nally Elementary and Grammar School Geographies were 
adopted in exchange for the books in use in Grades V. and VI., 
the Elementary Geography to be used in Grade 1V. In ac- 
cordance with a former adoption, the music books in use in 
Grade VII. were exchanged for Book IV. of the Educational 
Music Course, and the books in use in some of our eighth and 
ninth grade rooms for Book VI. of the Educational Course. 
Barnes’s National Vertical Penmanship was adopted for use in 
the first five grades. 

We have rebound such books as seemed to justify the ex- 
pense. Some of our inventory lists have again erred from the 
truth to an inconvenient extent. Our expense for books and 
supplies for 1899, on the basis of average membership for the 
statistical year, was $1.38 per pupil, against $1.59, the average 
per pupil for 1898; and against $1.50, the average for the State.

While the above figures show the increase and decrease in 
the amounts actually paid, they do not correctly represent the 
comparative rate of expenditure for the two vears. As was stat- 
ed in mv last report, the teachers were paid in 1898 for only 
thirty-nine weeks of service, the salaries for the remaining week, 
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amounting to $1261.30, having been paid in 1897. Taking this 
difference into consideration, the teachers’ salaries for the forty 
weeks of 1899 are found to amount to $2,372.28 more than for 
the forty weeks preceding. The fact that bills amounting to- 
about $850 are referred to the appropriation for 1900 must also 
be considered in the comparison. In addition to the ordinary 
appropriation for the school department, the City Council ap- 
propriated $1000 for the improvement of the Onota Street 
School and $948 for High School ceilings.

PROBABLE INCREASE OF EXPENSE PER CAPITA. 


The increase in teachers’ salaries and the decrease in attend- 
ance consequent upon the opening of St. Joseph's Parochial | 
School will doubtless result after this year in a marked increase- 
in-the per capita expense of maintaining our schools. The 
number enroled and the average number belonging used in the 
above computation, are according to the statistics required by 
the State Board of Education for the year 1899, except that 
the enrolment covers the period from January 1 to the close of 
the spring term, the average number belonging being for the 
period from September, 1898, to the close of the spring term of 
1899. This includes the fall term of 1898 in the statistics for 
1898 and also in those for 1899." Thus the enrolment and the 
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average number belonging on which the above per capita ex- 
pense is based do not show the effect of the parochial school 
on the expense per capita, as the parochial school was not 
opened until September 1899. The per capita expense for 1900 
will show this change and will very likely raise our expense per 
pupil to an amount much nearer the average for the State, 
which for 1899 was $25.63. |

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


` Dr. Eugene Bouton, Superintendent of Schools : 


. . Dear Sir:—I take pleasure in submitting herewith my tenth 
annual report of the condition of the Pittsfield High School. 

It is my conviction that the school has never done as good 
work as it is doing to-day. Of course no small part of this state 
of affairs has been occasioned by the commodious quarters of 
the school and the generous expenditure of money for the needs 
of the school. I have every reason to believe that the school has 
entered upon a career which will commend itself to the friends 
and patrons of the city. 

In times past it has been the policy of the school, like most 
others, to adhere rather closely to the traditions of the schools 
of a similar grade. Whatever changes have been made in the 
past, have been inaugurated to meet the increasing require- 
ments of higher institutions. As a fitting-school for colleges, the 
curriculum of the school needs but few changes. To meet the 
complex requirements of the great majority of the student body, 
however, I am convinced that the traditional courses of study 
need many changes, some looking towards more modern teach- 
ing, others towards changed curricula. 

To deicrmine whether like convictions were to be found 
elsewhere, I took occasion last spring to read with considerable 
care many of the school reports of the cities of our own and 
neighboring states, and I was not surprised to find that a large 
pereentage strongly inclined to the belief that a thoro busi- 
ness training is not onlv within the scope of the average high 
school, but that there is a demand for it. Manual training, 
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science work in the laboratories and mechanical drawing were 
also placed on the list of studies demanding careful considera- 
tion. o 

I am pleased to report that the Business Course, which be- 
came a part of the school course last fall, has had a good attend- 
ance and gives promise of very gratifying results. It has been 
my belief for a long time that the average high school, in two 
years, could do more for the average pupil in securing his busi- 
ness education than most of the so-called business colleges with ` 
their six months’ courses. Numerous letters of inquiry from ` 
neighboring cities and towns regarding the success of the inno- 
vation in Pittsfield lead me to incline to the opinion that the 
time is not far distant when no secondary school supported at 
the publie expense can omit such a course. | 

This course brings us closely in touch with the typewriter, 
than which no device of modern time has greater educational 
value. State Secretary Hill, in commenting upon its utility in 
the school, says: *I have a strong conviction that there is no 
more effective way to insure accuracy in the innumerable details 
of English than by setting people to work thereon with the 
typewriter. ` Mis-spelled words, blunders in capitalization, 
punctuating and paragraphing, false syntax, inaccuracies and 
inelegancies of all kinds, stand out in so bold and impertinent 
a way on the typewritten page as not only to invite but even 
demand conviction." 

A slight experiment is being tried during our weekly musie 
period. About twenty-five per cent. of our pupils, who have no 
taste nor aptitude for music, are allowed to devote this time to 
other school duties. All persons electing music are given 
credit for painstaking work. [n other words the music is being 
made optional as drawing. ‘This innovation has resulted in 
better work., A school orchestra of eight pieces, trained by Mr. 
C. J. Russell, assist. 

Our work in science, while being far from ideal, is, never- 
theless, well done. Extended laboratory practice is impossible 
with the teaching force now employed. It is being extended 
and encouraged in every possible way. 
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The work in drawing has been extended and broadened to a 
considerable degree. Pupils electing drawing may become en- 
rolled with the division taking mechanical, free-hand or clay 
modeling. The work is entirely elective. Good results are 
being obtained. 

Another innovation made possible because of our ample 
accommodations is the lunch counter. While at first it was 
generally regarded as somewhat of an experiment, it has now 
passed through the experimental stage, and demonstrated the 
fact that it is a necessity. Only healthful articles of food are 
sold, and everything at a minimum cost. Soups, sandwiches, 
milk, chocolate, fruit, crackers, etc., are to be had at all times. 
No article sells for more than two cents. Careful buying. has 
made it possible to sell food here as cheaply as it could be 
brought from home, and allow sufficient profit to meet all ex- 
penses and something besides. It is almost unnecessary to 
state that not only has the general health of our students 
been better, but the chief objection to single sessions has been 
removed. 

At the close of the spring term a meeting of the graduates of 
the school was called. A good number availed themselves of 
the opportunity of keeping in touch with their school and of 
meeting friends and schoolmates. A choice musical program 
was given, and a committee was appointed to draft and submit 
by-laws, and take the preliminary steps towards forming a . 
graduate association. Annual meetings of such a character 
might be made most enjoyable, and the assistance of such to the 
school would be very great. The coming graduation, which 
will be the thirtieth in the history of the school, would be a 
most opportune time for such an organization. 

The High School is now fortunate in possessing a faithful 
corps of teachers, interested in their work and devoted to the 
welfare of those intrusted to their care. I take this occasion 
to say a word of praise for their efforts and kind co-operation. 
For no small share of the success of the school during the past 
year thanks are due the pupils, who have been uniformly. 
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considerate and courteous to those to whom they have been 
intrusted. 

Allow me to take this opportunity to extend the thanks of 
the school to you and the efficient Committee of Pittsfield for 
repeated evidences of helpfulness and co-operation in the past.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE TRAINING SCHOOL. 


To Eugene Bouton, Superintendent of Schools: 


Dear Sir:—-I have the honor to submit the following report 
of the Training School for the year ending December 15, 1899. 
It has been a source of great pleasure to notice the progress 
that has heen made in the different grades. The eagerness dis- 
plaved by the pupils to acquire knowledge, their desire to ob- 
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serve and investigate when new subjects of thought were pre- 
sented, with the ability to express what they know intelligent- 
ly, show that our teachers possess two most necessary requisites, 
—the power to vividly impress upon the minds of the pupils the 
ideas to be learned, and to thoroly and systematically develop 
the mental faculties, so that the knowledge and training 
received may be useful for all practical purposes. 

To accomplish these results we have been aided greatly by 
the Superintendent and the School Committee, when they 
visited the different grades. 

The Supervisor in Drawing, Mr. Denison, and Professor 
Smith, the music teacher, have both been unremitting in their 
efforts to promote the welfare of the pupils in their line of 
work. 

We fully appreciate the courtesy shown our pupil-teachers 
by the principals and teachers of the city schools, when these 
young women were observing and substituting. The hearty 
co-operation of the parents has been very gratifying to our 
teachers. 

I would like to recommend that in two rooms occupied by 
the children, individual desks and chairs be furnished for their 
use. 

The rooms requiring these articles of furniture are rooms 
two and three. | 

Where the pupil-teachers study, large size individual desks 
and chairs are needed for the writing and drawing lessons, also 
for the tests. A favorable consideration will be greatly ap- 
preciated by the teachers. 

The mid-winter graduation was held December 15, 1899. 
Six young women received diplomas. ‘The exercises were 
largely attended by the patrons and friends of the school. The 
following program was successfully rendered:

To Superintendent Eugene Bouton : 


Dear Sir:—We have been the past year better equipped for 
our work than ever before and I wish again to emphasize the 
fact that placing a book in the Fourth Grade is a great im- 
provement, and I hope in the near future to see a book placed 
in the Third Grade. In our new books the material is classical, 
systematically graded, and has increased the interest of both 
teachers and pupils materially. Nearly all the teachers teach 
well and it is with pleasure that I acknowledge their increasing 
efficiengy. In the suburban schools we have all grades from 
one to six and all must be taught as one class. I notice from 
the programs that musie is given its fair amount of time and 
considering the conditions the results are satisfactory. Since 
the Onota Street building was repaired and the school divided 
there has been marked improvement and the work of the 
teachers is commendable. | 

The Training School maintains its high standing and the 
pupil-teachers just graduated have done good work for the 
limited time I have had to give, amounting to only ten hours 
in a year. Our books call for the major and chromatic scales 
in fifteen keys, also thirty-one minor scales, besides other work, 
and they should be able to teach the first four books. In the 
High School there has been a good degree of interest, especial- 
ly since the beginning of the present school year. 

For the Grammars and Primaries I have none but words of

Dear Sir:— During the year 1899, I have had less trouble 
from children than usual and more from parents. Some of 
these, thru indifference, have unlawfully allowed their children 
to stay away from school.

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An examination of the table of arrests will show that the pe- 
riod of time reported is from December 15th 1898 to December 
3ist 1899, therefore fifty-two persons arrested during the last 
fifteen days in December 1898 are included in this report. De- 
ducting this number from the whole number returned will leave 
a total of eleven hundred and thirty-two persons arrested during 
the year 1899. 

Ten hundred and fifty-two of this number were arrested for 
offences against public order, it will be observed therefore that a 
very considerable number of the total arrests made were for 
minor offences. | 

The amount of property reported stolen or injured is compara- 
tively small, nearly all of the persons guilty of these offences 
were promptly apprehended, and convicted, and the greater por- 
tion of the property stolen was recovered by the department. 

Considerable extra police duty was performed because of the 
Very unusual and annoying conduct of evil disposed persons who 
made it a practice to interrupt and insult women on the public 
street in the night time. These offences were committed in dark 
and isolated places; therefore identification and detections were 
Very difficult to accomplish, as verv serious mistakes could easily 
be made by the police officers in these cases if great care were 
not exercised, which necessarily required considerable time and 
most vigilant service. The determined efforts of the court and 
this department to suppress this class of offences and render our 
Streets safe for all persons at all times were successful. 

The.non-resident element, which numbers six hundred and 
one in the table of arrests, together with the fact that this city 
is the principal market place for the residents of the adjoining 
towns, which contain a population of from twelve to fifteen 
thousand inhabitants. The area of the residential and business 
portion of the city which it is necessary to patrol, the safety 
of persons and property, and the good order maintained through- 
out the city, are all to be considered in making a fair estimate 
of the value of the service performed by this department. 

Special attention was given to all complaints and prosecu- 
tions have promptly followed. 
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Careful attention was given to the enforcement of the liquor 
and gaming laws, and in these cases where the evidence was 
sufficient arrests and convictions have promptly followed. The 
department has also endeavored to suppress as far as possible all 
Sunday beer parties, a number of which were raided during the 
summer months, and all intoxicating liquors found were seized 
by the officers. 

All places known to have been occupied by tramps have been 
carefully inspected at regular intervals, and fifty-six persons 
found in the different rendezvous of the city were arrested and 
brought before the courts charged with being vagarants. 

The number of lodgers accommodated at the station this year 
was twenty-two hundred and fifteen, which is one thousand 
seven hundred and seventy less than the number cared for dur- 
ing the year eighteen hundred and ninety-eight. 

The City Physician is promptly summoned in all cases when 
sick and injured persons are in charge of this department, and 
all the comfort and care possible is provided without regard to 
persons or conditions, and whenever there is any doubt in re- 
gard to these cases they are placed in the immediate charge of 
medical assistants, and all medical aid is at all times most 
promptly and satisfactorily rendered by the city physician. 


MISCELLANEOUS DUTIES. 


The whole number of dogs returned this year by the assessors 
was seven hundred and seventeen. One of this number was found 
to have been a double entry; twelve could not be found, twenty- 
four had left the city, ten were sold to persons residing else- 
where, fourteen had died, one had been killed, three were lost, 
twenty-seven were shot, and one had been registered in Westfield, 
Mass., leaving the net number of dogs returned by the Assessors, 
six hundred and twenty-four. The official canvass made by this 
department disclosed three hundred and forty-one dogs which 
had not been returned by the Assessors, making a total of 
nine hundred and sixty-five dogs in the city duly registered ac- 
cording to law, for which the City Clerk received two thousand 
one hundred and two dollars. Nineteen hundred and twelve dol- 
lars and twelve cents of this amount was paid to the County 
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Treasurer, and one hundred and eighty-nine dollars and twenty 
cents to the City Treasurer by the City Clerk. Eight hundred 
and sixty-eight dollars and fifty cents was returned to the City 
Treasurer as the amount apportioned the city from the dog 
fund, making.a total of ten hundred and fifty dollars and sev- 
enty cents received by the city from the dog fund. 

The many other miscellaneous duties performed includes the 
service of a large number of notices, a careful inspection of the 
sidewalks of the city during the winter months. The officers are 
also required to inspect the windows and doors of all the busi- 
ness places in the city every night, the prompt discovery of fires 
and the amount of property saved from damage by water 
caused by broken water pipes in business places, the fact that 
one of the officers discovered a person in the act of breaking and 
entering one of the places of business for the purpose of steal- 
ing property therein, the large number of doors and windows 
found open and securely fastened, is substantial evidence that 
this their line of duty has been faithfully performed. 

The officers and matron have performed their many duties 
willingly and promptly and with a determined effort to render 
unto the city the best service possible. The discipline continues 
satisfactory, and I desire to commend them for their harmon- 
ious and cheerful co-operation. 

This department learned with profound sorrow of the death 

of the Hon. W. W. Whiting while in the midst of his official 
duties as the mayor of this city. His intercourse with its mem- 
bers was kind and considerate and courteous, his approval and 
support uniform and was given in full measure. By his death is 
lost a true and estimable friend. 
' To His Honor, the Acting Mayor, Mr. L. A. Stevens, and the 
Honorable City Council, I desire to express my sincere thanks 
for the marked consideration and substantial support accorded 
me in the performance of the duties of this office.

Chief Engineer of the Fire Department 


OF THE 


CITY OF PITTSFIELD, 


FOR THE YEAR 1899. 


To Wis Honor, the Mayor, and Members of the City Government: 


I herewith submit my Fourth Annual Report of the Pittsfieid 
Fire Department, and a record of the fires and alarms which 
have occurred during the year, together with amount of loss and 
insurance on property, a value of buildings and contents endan- 
gered, as near as could be had, also the causes as far as possible 
to obtain them, together with expenditures and an inventory of 
all City property under the care of this Department. 

The Department responded to 39 alarms during the year, 21 
bell alarms and 18 telephone or still alarms. 

Pittsfield has been unusually fortunate by having so few fires 
and small losses in the business section during this year, only 
one fire having occurred in stores or offices in the business sec- 
tion, and that the loss was small, fully covered by insurance. 

The large proportion of the losses have been fires that have 
been beyond a mile limit from the Post Oifice and where the 
Department was unable to be of much service when it arrived, 
West street having claimed a large portion by three fine resi- 
dences and contents; Elm street and the Morningside district 
each calling the Department three times, and the Northern sec- 
tion having contributed a share. The total calls of the Depart- 
ment within a radius of one mile from the Station have been 
five. 
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APPARATUS. 

The apparatus of the Department consists of three steam en- 
gines, one hand engine located at Stearnsville, two hook and 
ladder trucks, one chemical engine and protective wagon com- 
bined, two hose wagons, one hose reel, two hose sleighs, one hook 
and ladder sleigh, three exercise and supply wagons, one supply 
sleigh, and six hand hose carts, distributed as follows:— 

Central Station—One second class Silsby engine, one fourth 
class Clapp & Jones engine, one hook and ladder truck, one 
chemical and protective wagon, one hose wagon, one hose sleigh 
and one hook and ladder sleigh. 


Engine House No. 3—One fourth class Clapp & Jones engine, 
one hose wagon, one hose sleigh (a 50 gallon chemical tank is 
now in process of construction for this wagon, which, when com- 
pleted! will give the City another chemical engine). 

Veteran Firemen's House—One hook and ladder truck, one 
hose reel. 

Stearnsville—One hand engine and one hand hose cart. 


S. N. & C. Russell Mfg. Co.’s Mill—One hose cart. 
E. D. Jones & Sons Co.'s Shop—One hose cart. 


The apparatus of the Department is all in first class condition. 
This year a new chemical engine having been added and the 
protective wagon having been rebuilt for a hose wagon gives 
the Department a full equipment, and hose and hook and ladder 
sleighs having been built, gives the Department an opportun- 
ity to more easily respond to calls during deep snows. 

The Fire Alarm System still continues in perfect working 
order, no box having been pulled that did not register at the 
Stations correctly. The only requirements necessary are the 
changing of wires when new lines of poles are built by the sev- 
eral companies owning them in the City and extensions for new 
boxes and bells. As far as possible the wires of this system are 
being transferred from poles of the Electric Light Company to 
those of other companies to lessen the danger from crosses with 
high tension wires. Two new boxes have been added this year. 
As the wire from the junction of North and Wahconah streets 
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is what was put up when the alarm was first installed it will soon 


need renewing to the several factories. 
DEPARTMENT HOUSES. 


The houses are in good condition. .\ system of stall drainage 
having been put in the Central Station greatly improves the 
sanitary condition of the stables. Other than the floor the Cen- 
tral Station is in good condition. Engine House No. 3 having 
had necessarv repairs is in good condition. 


HORSES. 


The Committee of this vear have purchased five new horses 
and disposed of three. two horses being necessary at Engine 
Company No. 3, instead of one, when the new hose wagon was 
installed. The City now owns twelve horses, all first class and 
perfectly suitable for all work they are called upon to perform. 

Since the purchase of the Chemical Engine the merchants 
have secured a verv much lower rate of insurance on policies 
written since the new rates were made and the very effective 
work it has done proves it to be a first class investment for the 
citizens to have made, and by adding suitable tanks to the hose 
wagons at a small cost will give the City much added protection 
with very little additional expense. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


As the rapid growth of the Morningside anu Northern district 
has placed them each now far beyond the quick response of the 
Department and as many of the calls are froin these locations, 1 
earnestly recommend that suitable companiex be established and 
apparatus purchased for the better protection of both these and 
other locations where necessary, that they may at least hold a 
fire in check until it is possible for the larger and more powerful 
apparatus to arrive. This should have the immediate atten- 
tion of the City Council and Committee. | 

That a tank be added to the hose wagon at Central Station 
of suitable size to further equip our chemical engine force. 

That two boxes, at least, be added to the fire alarm system, 
and that the striking apparatus now in the First Congregational 
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Church steeple be either repaired at the factory or be taken out 
and sold, as it is unreliable. 

That a permanent man be employed at Engine Company No. 
3, as it 1€ impossible for one man to be constantly on hand dur- 
ing the entire day and night and to drive and attend to ihe 
chemical stream. 

That a permanent engineer be employed at Central Station. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank His Honor, the Mayor, and the 
City Government for the substantial response to the needs of the 
Department, and to the Members of the Fire Department Com- 
mittee for the many and kindly efforts they have made to bring 
the standard of the Department to its present condition, to the 
Police Department for efficient help rendered on all occasions 
and to the officers and members of the Department in general, 
who have made it possible for the Department to have attained 
its present standing with the publie and in the insurance circles.

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REPORT 


OF THE 


BOARD OF HEALTH. 


To the Mayor and City Council:— 


The Board of Health respectfully submits for your considera- 
tion the following report of its doings for the year past, 1899. 

The subject of sewage disposal for the city is to become a 
matter of no little importance the coming year, and the city 
should see to it that a perfect system is adopted and that our 
city may not be placed in the same position as some of the ad- 
joining towns below. | 

The public dumping ground off Newell street seems adequate 
for all purposes. 

The public excavator, under the control of Mr. E. Thomas, 
has been provided with a new pump and complete set of new 
buckets and is now in good condition. The amount of refuse 
cared for is gradually decreasing on account of the extending of 
sewer connection. 


CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


During the spring months we had a run of diphtheria with 
an occasional case of scarlet fever. A few cases of the latter dis- 
ease occurred in mild form in August. At the beginning of the 
school year there were almost no cases of any contagious disease 
in the city. 

A few scarlet fever cases developed late in September of mild 
form. Some parents, desirous of escaping quarantine regula- 
tions, neglected to report the disease, employing no physician, 
and sending other children to school during such time, also the 
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sick child as soon as recovered sufficiently to go, while still des- 
quamating. In this way, the disease, which was of very mild 
form, was spread to a considerable degree. 

Diphtheria was not prevalent to a great degree and, thanks 
to the proper use of antitoxin, no deaths were reported from this 
disease in the 21 cases reported. 

Of typhoid fever there were 15 cases, with one death, reported. 

Measles, 5 cases and no deaths. 

Rotheln, 3 cases, no fatalities. 

Scarlet fever, 88 cases with 3 deaths. 

It is very gratifying to the city that while the number of 
deaths from consumption in 1895 was 40, tuberculosis 6, this 
year shows, of consumption 17, of tuberculosis, 9 fatalities. 

This Board believes that the strenuous action taken in erad- 
icating tuberculosis from our herds of cattle, and giving a purer 
milk supply to the city has been instrumental in bringing about 
this result. The good work is started and it remains for future 
Board of Health of the city and state, and the Legislature to 
give and sustain proper authority to continue the work.

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GENERAL REPORT. 


As will be seen from the above table the general health of 
Pittsfield stock, so far as contagious diseases are concerned, may 
be described as good. Only three cases of tuberculosis were dis- 
covered, and one of these was in a cow brought from without 
the state. Of actinomykosis, all were slight cases, and in ani- 
mals that would shortly be destroyed. The swine-fever out- 
breaks were satisfactorily dealt with by quarantine and the use 
of antiseptics, no spreading of the disease beyond the original 
centres occurring in either case. 

During the fall a general inspection was ordered by the State 
authorities, and in all nineteen hundred and forty-four (1944) 
animals were examined. A report on the sanitary condition of 
the stables was also called for and sixty-five (65) stables were 
reported on in accordance with the subjoined form.

There arq a few dairy stables in the city that are thoroughly 
sanitary and equal to any to be found in the state. 

A majority of the stables can be described as fairly good, but 
capable of considerable improvement at very little cost, while 
there are a number that are absolutely bad, as for instance, 
where all the drainage from an over-crowded stable is into one 
small yard which yard contains not only the dung heap, but 
also the pump and well from which the herd receives its water. 
There is not at present any law enabling your inspector to deal 
with such cases. Perhaps co-operation with the Board of Health 
and the refusal to grant milk licenses to people keeping stocx 
in stables that do not come up to a satisfactory requirement 
might be a sufficient remedy. 

Frequent Babcock tests of milk made during the year show a 
constantly improving standard of quality of the article retailed. 
This is due partly to the system of testing, but chiefly to an im- 
provement in the breed of cows kept and greatly increased com- 
petition for the sale of milk. In the immense majority of cases 
the article retailed is considerably above the standard required 
by law. In fact milk that is only up to that standard is no long- 
er considered good by the consumers of our city. In only a 
few cases has it been found that the milk sold was below the 
legal standard and investigation of these has led me to beiieve 
that the error was not due to tampering with the article but to 
carelessness in handling it. The samples found below par were 
taken late in the forenoon from cans nearly empty and probab- 
ly the discrepancy would have been avoided by more frequent 
stirring of the milk during retailing, thus preventing an undue 
amount of cream being served out with the first sales from the 
can. Consequently I did not think the cases called for prosecu- 
tion, but found a remonstrance and warning sufficient. 

A case of unlawful sale of suspected oleomargarine is being 
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‘investigated. A sample of suspected material having been trans- 
mitted to me from the Board of Health, I forwarded samples of 
it to Dr. Abbott of the State Doard of Health and to Mr. George 
M. Whitaker of the Massachusetts Dairy Bureau in Boston. The . 
present status of the matter is indicated by thc following letter:
